Lttle Hope Entertained That Any Foreigners 


Are Alive In Pekin. 


London, July 2.—An Express cable 
from Shanghai, dated July 1, says official 
dispatches eceived by the consular body 
confirm in the fullest manner the report 
of the butchery of Baron Von Ketteler, 
the German minister, on June 18. The 
ambassador was riding on Legation 
strect, when he was attacked by Chinese 
troops and Boxers, dragged from his 
horse and killed. His body was hacked 
to pieces with swords. The German le- 
gation and six other buildings were 
burned, and a number of servants of 
the legations were killed and their bod- 
ies thrown into the flames. 

Official cenfirmation of this ghastly 
business has created the utmost con- 
sternation among the consul generals of 
the powers, who expressed fears that 
war a loutrance will be declared against 
the Pekin government. The consuls 
entertain little hope that any foreigners 
are left alive in the capital. There were 
100 foreigners connected with the lega- 
tions, 50 in the custom house, English 
and American tourists and others to the 
number of 150, and nearly 500 legation 
guards 

The British foreign office, The Daily 
Mail learns, has received news from the 
British consul at Che Foo that Baron 
Von Ketteler has been killed, but no 
other tnformation 

A dispatch to The Express from Nan- 
kin, June 30, says 

“French priests here have received re- 
ports that the public execution of for- 
eigners has been in progress since June 
20. The news comes by runners from 
French priests at Pekin, who state that 
they administered the last rites to the 
condemned men.” 

Nankin cables, dated Sunday, say that 
Viceroy Liu Hun Yih received a tele- 
gram from General Yulu on Saturday 
Stating that the German minister has 
been murdered at Pekin. Yulu, whoes- 
caped from Tien Tsin to Tso Ting Fu 
also wired: 

“Position desperate Implore your 
help. Foreign troops of eight nation- 
alities entering Pekin to the number of 
30,000 or 40,000. I cannot hold out four 
days.” 

Liu Yun Yih has received this from 
the Viceroy of Yuanshikai: 

“Foreign troops victorious at 
Tsin. They will enter 
diately.” 

Outbreaks of the Boxers appear to be 
imminent in Canton. The feeling of 
unrest steadily increases. The Box- 
ers from Ping Tu were marching on 
Sunday on Che Foo. The governor of 
Yuan Shaikai feared for the town and 
sent to the warships for forces. A 
small riot occurred at Che Feo on Sat- 
urday. 

Fifty-two refugees, who had arrived 
from New Chwang aver that the Boxers 
have destroyed the railway north of Port 
Arthur, and that all the Ameican and 
English subjects are leaving. General 
Yuanahihkan, commanding the best 
drilled trocps in China, has notified the 
German governor of Kiao Chau that he 
will not permit the German parties 
proposed expedition to Weihsien to res- 
cue Chalfont and the Misses Bowden and 
Hawes, the American missionaries, in 
the hands of the Boxers. The mission- 
aries at Pao Ting Fu were reported to be 
safe on June 25. 

A correspondent in Shanghai learns 
from official sources that the Chinese 
are laying torpetues between Shanghai 
and the Kiang Nan arsenal. 

Agents of the Boxers are busy in 
Shanghai provoking hatred of foreign- 
ers. 

Nothing has been heard from the col- 
umn which relieved Admiral Seymour 
five days ago, anr then proceeded to- 
ward Pekin; but as it takes at least two 
days to communicate between Tien Tsin 
and Che Foo, there is nothing extra- 
ordinary in this. Troops are going 
forward from Taku to Tien Tsin daily, 
though some reports from Taku allege 
that it will be three weeks before a large 
force can be sent to Pekin. 

A dispatch to The Daily Mail from 
“Tong Fu, without date, via Che Foo 
Friday, says: 

“It is improper any longer to conceal 
the harm done to the cause of the allies 
by the barbarities and the pillage of the 
Russians on the day after the bombard- 
ment. They wantonly shot natives and 
looted everything, including the Eu- 
ropean houses in Taku. The natives 
for miles around were looted of supplies 
and labor is scarce.”

What 
a corking story it would make! But 


I'll be sure to forget It when I wake 
up. 

“One night in a dream I made up my 
mind to remember a certain story I 
had dreamed and write it as soon as I 
got up in the morning, while it was still 
vividly impressed, in all its humorous 
details, on my mind. Wollowing this, 
with the suddenness of the turn of a 
kaleidoscope, came a dream in which 
I was having a most exciting experti- 
ence with a purple mastodon with long 
shining gold tusks, of which I was 
trying to rob him to make a gun rack 


for the reception hall. I forgot alt 
about the previous good story. I knew 
that 1 was forgetting it, and in my 


puny struggle with the mastodon I 
made a violent mental effort to retain 
the story and at the same time secure 
the tusks. Just as I got the better of 
the mastodon I awoke and tried to 
think of the story that I might get up 
and make copious notes of it. But the 
story was clear gone, and the mastodon 
incident was so utterly foolish that I 
turned over in disgust and went to 


sleep again. 
“One night I dreamed a most excru- 
ciatingly funny story about the adven- 


ture of a character called Fiddlesticks. 
As I dreamed it I reckoned it at about 
5,000 words and kuew every word of 
it, so that had I been awake I could 
have written it word for word as it oc- 
curred tn the dream. It was great, and, 
knowing my weakness of forgetting 
my dream stories, | resolyed to remem- 


ber it. I did remember it in the morn- 
ing, and it was the most incoherent, 
silly stuff in the world.

Ways the way with dream ideas. 

“Again I dreamed a story. This was 
the best of all. As I dreamed it I 
thought what a sensation {t would pro- 
duce and what a reputation it would 
bring me. The story was complicated, 
yet simple and such a plot as the most 
ingenious intriguer could hardly pro- 
duce. It was full of situations both 
humorous and pathetic. and the dla- 
logue was witty, crisp and convincing. 
‘If I could only make notes of this,’ 
said I, ‘I would be all right, for I am 
sure to forget it by morning.’ Just then 
I had a pad of paper before me and a 
pencil in my hand. I worked away 
feverishly making copious notes of evy- 
erything and elaborate descriptions of 
the persons in the story. ‘Now,’ said I, 
‘I'll fool the dream demon this time.’ 
Then I fell into a calm sleep. When I 
awoke and while half asleep I thought 
of those notes. Where had I put them? 
I got up and searched everywhere, but 
rould not find them. I had a hazy, 
tantalizing memory of the details of 
the story, but I must have the notes I 
had made to write it as I had dreamed 
it. I searched everywhere in an agony 
of apprehension at their loss. Then I 
woke up again and found that the 
notes and the search for them had both 
been dreams. 

“My dream stories give me more 
trouble thau those that I conceive and 
write while awake. They seem so good 
when I dream them, but while dream- 
ing I know that they will be utterly im- 
possible and ridiculous when I wake. 

“Don't believe these stories of great 
works coming out of dreams. When 
one is dreaming, the brain js off on a 
harlequin holiday—a carnival of seem- 
ingly sane insanities."—New York Her- 
ald.

London, July 3.—The special corre- 
Spondent of The Daily Telegraph sends 
this dispatch: “Lord Roberts states 
that everything possible has been done 
to alleviate the suffering of the sick and 
wounded. He himself personally visited 
the hospitals repeatedly, to assure him- 
Self that the patients were made com- 
fortable and had the utmost attention. 
He believes the treatment of the sick 
and wounded throughout compares fav- 
orably with that witnessed in any cam- 
paign of recent years.” 

It is clear that Lord Roberts does not 
consider the war in South Africa ended, 
as he has put a stop to the return of 
civilians, and has ordered the mining 
men back to Bloemfontein. He is cred- 
ited with thinking that three months 
must elapse before affairs will be settled 
enough to permit of the resumption of 
business.

insurrection among its subject Chinese, 
and may be unable to send more troops 
immediately to Taku, The powers look 
more and more to Japan to supply the 
force necessary at once to grapple with 
the formidable rebellion. 

The Times this morning editorially 
advocates strenuously, that the powers 
invite Japan to intervene in China, or, 
at least, that they shall place no obstacle 
in the way of the extensive employment 
of Japanese troops in quelling the re- 
bellion.

Tien Tsin, June 20, via Che Foo, July 1, 
and Shanghai, July 3.—A courier from 
Sir Robert Hart, inspector general of 
customs at Pekin, has just arrived. He 
left Pekin on Monday, June 25, and re- 
ports the situation desperate. He re- 
ports that on June 18 Baron Yon Ket- 
teler, the German minister, and his sec- 
retary, attempted to visit the Tsung-Li- 


Yamen. He was shot four times and 
died at the rooms of the ~Tsung-Li- 
Yamen. His secretary succeeded in 


making his escape. All of the legations 
except the British, German and Italian 
have been destroyed. The diplomats 
and missionaries are in the British le- 
gation under rifle fire. Cannon com- 
mand the legations, but they are not 
being used. It is impossible to start re- 
Hef at-present. Captain McCalla, com- 
mander of the Newark, estimates that 
50,000 soldiers will be required. 


Double Fatality on Mt. Washington.

AN AGREEMENT REACHED. 
Long Struggle Between the St. Louis Transit 
Company and Employes Is Ended. 

St. Louis, July 3.—The following agree- 
ment, which marks the end of the long 
strike of the street railway employes of 
the Transit company, was reached last 
night at 9:30 o'clock, and was signed 
by the strikers’ grievance committee’s 
chairman, T. B. Edwards, as well as by 
President Edward Whitaker of the 
Transit company: 

1—The provisions of the agreement of 
March 10, 1900, as to rates of pay and 
hours of services will be continued in 
force by the company. 

2—Every employe of the company to 
be free to join or not to join any or- 
ganization, and no discrimination to be 
made for or against him beeause of the 
manner in Which he exercises his free- 
dom. 

3—Any attempt on the part of any em- 
Ploye to induce another employe by in- 
timidation or threats to join or not to 
Join any union shall be cause for the im- 
mediate discharge of the person guilty 
of such attempt. 

4—Any attempt to Influence any em- 
ployes by an official of the company to 
join or not to join any union shall be 
cause for discharge of such official. 

5—The company will meet any em- 
ploye or committee of employes, whether 
representing themselves, other em- 
ployes or an association of employes, re- 
garding any matter of mutual interest. 

6—For the purpose of filling vacancieg 
which may now exist or hereafter arise, 
the committee of former employes, of 
which T. B. Edwards is chairman, shall 
prepare a list from those of the men who 
were in the company’s service on May 7 
last, and as the company now or here- 
after needs additional men it will select 
them exclusively from this list until itis 
exhausted, not interfering, however, 
with men now in the service. No»erson

They were 
hunted down and shot on sight or lashed 
to the mouths of cannon and blown to 
pieces by platoons before admiring Bel- 
gian officials in gala dress, by order of 
the acting governor.

As 
the reading was about to begin two at- 
tendants pushed up to the platform bear- 
ing a bust on a pedestal and draped 
with the Stars and Stripes. As the 
orator raised his voice for the first words 
of the immortal instrument the draperies 
were thrown back, disclosing a splendid 
head of Bryan. 

The effect was electrical upon the vast 
assemblage. As the features were 
recognized a yell went up which fairly 
shook the steel girders, and above the 
storm could be heard the strains of the 
band playing the nationalanthem. As 
the orator sought to proceed the efforts 
to see the full face of the leaders caused 
much commotion. At last the uproar 
quieted and Orator Hampton, 
and strong voiced, read the decument 
which, 124 years ago, made America free 

Quickly following this came another 
outburst as a young woman from New 
York mounted the platform and sang the 
“Star Spangled Banner.” Deafening 
cheers greeted the song, and as the last 
line died away and the singer turned the 
strains to those “America” the vast

It was quickly 
caught up until the whole multitude had 
joined in a noisy demand for the former 
gepator frow~ New York. the chairman 


batuing vainiy afainst it. Delegates 
stood on chairs and joined in the demand, 
and the senator was surrounded by a 
shouting crowd of insistent men, 

He smiled and shook his head through- 


out the demonstration. It was notice- 
able that the immediate following of Mr. 
Croker and the Tammany leader him- 
self held their seats and maintained a 
stolid composure throughout the re- 
markable tribute to thefr asscciatc, A¢ 
last, when the demonstration had run 


on for 15 minutes, Hill could be seen ris- 
ing from his obscure place. He bowed 
and smiled, and his lips moved to ad- 
dress the chairman. But as well might 
he have addressed Niiagara, for the 
tumult drowned evérything and he 
dropped back in his seat. 

The routine proceedings were quickly 
opportunity to give further tribute to 
the New York delegation, and when 
Judge°“Van Wyck’'s name was called ag 
the New York member of the platform 
committee a tremendous cal! for Hill 
mingled with hisses for those who op 
posed him, greeted the announce- 
ment. 

With the committees appointed there 
Was nothing to do but await their re- 
ports and the convention took a recess 
at 2:30 until 4. At 4 o'clock the commit- 
tees were not ready to report and an- 
other adjournment was taken until 8:30 
p. ™ 

It remained for the night session to 
bring the most remarkable demonstra- 
tion of theentireday. For the first hour 
the proceedings were formal, but when 
at the close of the speech of Permanent 
Chairman Richardson he paid a glowing 
tribute to William J. Bryan, pandem- 
onium broke loose and the historic scene 
of Bryon’s nomination at Chicago wag 
The state standards were 
wrenched from their sockets and borne 
aloft, a battle of supremacy was waged 
between the stand bearers, urged on by 
the deafening applause of fresh shout- 
ing and gesticulating of the multitude. 

Outside of the formal proceedings of 
the day interest has centered in the ac- 
tion of the platform committee, As the 
evening advanced it became known that 
a determined struggle was ini progress, 
involving not only the question of in- 
corporating a specific 16 to 1 declaration 
in the party declaration, but tosome ex- 
tent involving the desire of the pros- 
pective nominee to the terms of the plat- 
form. The result is awaited with im- 
Patience. 

Contest Over the Platform. 

The contest over the question of the 
monetary ratio, Which has been brewing 
ever since the delegates to the conven- 
tion began to assemble, found expres- 
sion in the committee on resolutions 
when it assembled. The committee was 
called together soon after the first ad- 
journment of the convention, but then 
only elected its officers, adjourning to 
meet again at 3:30 p.m. Senator Jones 
of Arkansas was unanimously chosen 
chairman and Mr. Metcaif of Nebraska 
secretary. 

When the committee reassembled Mr. 
Metcalf presented the draft of a platform 
covering all questions of public interest, 
which draft all the members accepted as 
Mr. Bryan's expression upon this ques- 
tion. Mr. Girard of Georgia also pre- 
sented a platform, as did Mr. Van Wyck 
ef New York. All these documents took 


practically the same ground upon all 
questions except that of finance. Mr, 
Metcalf’s declaration was for the re- 


affirmation of the Chicago platform in 
letter and spirit, and it emphasized and 
reiterated specifically the declaration 
for the free coinage of silver at the ratio 
of 16 tol. Both the other drafts simply 
reaffirmed the Chicago platform without 
reference to the ratio. The reading of 
Mr. Van Wyck's dociiment brought Mr. 
Ball of Texas to his feet with the sug- 
gestion that the financial question should 
be taken up and passed upon. He said 
it was apparent to all that there was no 
division upon any other platform ques- 
tion, and that with the financial plank 
disposed of the preparation of the re- 
mainder of the platform would be merely 
a matter of clerical work. 

This suggestion was adopted and the 
committee entered upon the effort to 
settle the question of ratio. 

The session proved a very interesting 
one, and many speeches were made. Mr. 
Van Wyck lead off with a brief state- 
ment, saying that while in his platform 
he had referred to four issues as prom- 
namely. those of imperialism 
militarism, trusts and the finances, he 
considered that only three of these were 
of current consequence, believing that 
the money question had been crowded 
into the background by other subjectg 
which had pressed to the front during 
the vast four vears. 
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Cpon all questions other than that 
pertaining to finances, the three plat- 
forms presented were practically the 
Same, except that Van Wyck’s draft 
did not cover so many questions as did 
the other two. 


Mr. Metcalf’s copy, after re-affirming 
the Chicago platform and referring es- 
pecially to the ratio in the coinage of the 
metals, denounces the trusts in drastic 
language, and in the same connection 
refers to the protective tariff as one of 
the principal supports of the trust sys- 
tem. It also condemns the alleged 
tendency of the present Republican ad- 
ministration toward imperialism and the 
increase of the standing army. Sym- 
pathy is expressed for the Boers in their 
struggle with Great Britain, and the 
president is condemned for his failure 
to take decisive steps looking toward 
the manifestation of the sympathy of 
the American people with the people of 
the Transvaal. 

In connection with the expression on 
the Boer question the assertion is made 
that it is evident to all men that a se- 
cret alliance exists between the Mc-Kin- 
ley administration and the British govy- 
ernment, and this alliance is denounced 
as revolting and repulsive to all liberty- 
loving people. 

The platform also takes positive po- 
sition on the Philippine question, pro- 
nouncing in favor of a policy looking to 
the Pacific archipelago, with a promise 
of protection to the people of that coun- 
try against foreign aspersion by the gov- 
ernment of the United States, similar to 
that which is vouchsafed by us to the 
South American republics. 

Planks have been suggested covering 
the questions of Chinese immigration, 
good roads, the irrigation of lands, free 
homes and equal sufirage for women. 

The demonstration made over Hill in 
the convention was taken by many to 
mean that the convention would be 
stampeded for Hill, but Hill does not 
think so, and it is possible that if he 
makes a speech on the platform he will 
make it plain that he could not be a 
candidate on a Bryan platform. He 
says emphatically that he will not be 
nominated. 

Two other booms remain in much the 
same condition. Both Towne and Sul- 
zer are in the race, though the conven- 
tion does not seem inclined to favor 
them. The Towne men claim they have 
the support of Bryan, and that if 16 tol 
is put in the platform their man will be 
the logical candidate. A strong boom 
has developed for Adlai E. Stevenson, 
former vice president of the United 
States. 

**Sixteen to One.”’ 

Following is the address of Permanent 
Chairman Richardson: 

The last.great national contest for 
supremacy was fought mainly upon one 
issue—that is to say One issue was para- 
mount in the struggle. That issue was 
familiarly called, “16 toh." It involved 
the question of the free coinage of gold 
and silver at a ratio of 16 parts of silver 
to 1 part of- gold. 

The momentous Issue this year isagain 
16 to 1, but the 16 parts to the 1 part of 
this campaign are wholly different from 
those of 1896. I will first refer to the 16 
parts and then to the 1 part. These 16 
parts are: 

First—We have the issue fraught with 
indescribable importance to our people 
native born, and those who have for 
patriotic reasons cast their fortunes 
with us mainly, that of the republic 
against the empire. On this part alone 
of the 16, if there were no other, we con- 


fidently expect to win a sweeping vic- 
tory in November. The Republican 
party stands for empire. The Demo- 


cratic party stands for the republic, for 
disposed of. But even in this there was 
the declaration of independence, and the 
constitution of our country. 

Second—The paternal and fostering 
care given by those with whom we con- 
tend to the combinations of corpo: ations 
and companies into powerful organiza- 
tions familiarly known as trusts. 

Under three years of Republican rule 
trusts have been propagated and fos- 
tered by legislation unti! they not only 
dominate all markets, both the buying 
and selling, but defy the very power of 
the government itself. 

The farcical efforts put forth by the 
Republican party in an alleged attempt 
to restrain them in the dying hours of 
the late session of covgress Only excited 
ridicule and contempt. 

Third—Called to power March 4, 1897, 
under a pledge to reform the currency, 
they seized the first opportunity to fasten 
upon the land the highest protective 
tariff law ever put upon the statute books 
of any country. This law was enacted 
not to raise revenue, but to give protec- 
tion tofavored manufacturers. It failed 
to raise sufficient revenue for the gov- 
ernment, but answered the purpose of 
enriching the favored few while it robbed 
the many, and, at the same time, brought 
forth trusts to plague us. Their high 
protective tariff is the mother of trusts. 

Fourth—This administration came 
into power with a solemn declaration in 
favor of bimetallism and a pledge to 
promote it. It has failed to keep that 
pledge. It has erected in its stead the 
Single standard of gold, and has en- 
deavored to destroy all hope of bimetal- 
lism. In doing this it has built up a 
powerful national bank trust, and hag 
given us a currency based upon the 
debts and liabilities of the government. 

We stand for bimetallism and not for 
a monometailic standard of either one 
or the other metal. 

Fifth—The dominant party has re- 
cently made the fraudulent declaration 
that it favored the Monroe doctrine; and 
yet their president and secretary of 
State have done all in their power to 
nullify and abrogate that famous and 
much revered Democratic doctrine. We 
stand for this doctrine in its essence and 
form, and demand its rigid enforcement 

Sixth—In order to obtain place and 
power they pledged themselves, in the 
interest of an expanding commerce, to 
construct a Waterway to connect the two 
great oceans. They have repudiated 
this commerce. They have negotiated 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty which, while 
it virtually abrogates the Monroe doc- 
trine, renders it impossible to bufld an 
American canal. Under the terms and 
provisions of this treaty, which is Eng- 
lish and not American, the canal can 
never be constructed. We stand for an 
American canal, owned, constructed, 
operated and fortified by America. 

Seventh—They declared in their plat- 
form that their party was responsible 
for the merit system; that it was their 
creature and that the civil service law 
should be protected and its operations 
extended. They did not dare openly re- 
peal the law or to modify it by an act of 
congress, but by the president's order

Road to Pekin Blocked by Co- 
lossal Forees of Enemy. 


Se of the Fallen Horribly Mutilated In 
Practicing Barbarous Rite. 


London, July 5.—A dispatch to The 
Express from Shenghai says that ac- 
cording to the best military estimates 
600.000 men will be necessary to subju- 
gate northern China, and even then it 
will take two or three years. The forces 
of the Chinese empire have gathered 
Buch motion that even Japan's full 
Strength, launched now, would be un- 
equal to the task of restoring order. 
| The commanders of the allies in Tien 
Tsin inform the correspondents that it 

would be suicidal to attempt to reach 

Pekin with the troops now available, in 

the face of the colossal force of im- 

perial troops and Boxers occupying the 
country b&tween Tien Tsin and Pekin. 

So far from taking the offensive the 
12,000 international troops at Tien Tsin 
and the 8000 others at Taku and inter- 
mediate points can barely keep up com- 
munications, fighting incessantly with 
overwhelming numbers, using far more 
numerous artillery pieces than the allies. 
This telegram has been received: 
“Shanghai, July 4, 11:10 a. m., via Che 

Foo.—Tien Tsin city fell between 7 and 

8 o'clock on the morning of June 20.” 

It is understood that Shanghal un- 
doubtedly referred to the native city of 
Tien Tsin, from which the Chinese have 
been bombarding the foreign quarter; 
and the dispatch is taken to mean that 
the allies are more than holding their 
own.

MURDER IN NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


John McNally is Dead and Two Others May

Professor W. J. McGee, who 1s in 
charge of the bureau of Amenican eth- 
nology of the Smithsonian institution, 
said in the course of a recent inter- 
view with the Washington correspond- 
ent of the New York Sun on the sub- 
ject of the Chinaman and the present 
difficulties in China: 

“Aside from any temporary success 
or failure that may come to the arms 
of the Boxers, there can be but one re- 
sult of the present disturbances so far 
as the Chinaman himself is concerned. 
In his attempt to drive out the foreign 
devil he is opposing a power greater 
than the combined fleets and armies of 
the powers themselves; he is acting 
in opposition to the same power that is

He must progress, He wants to 
do as his father did, to live as his fa- 
ther lived. He cannot do as his father 
did, nor can he live as his father lived. 
Call it criminal aggression, call it evo-

It is needless to say that he knows 
more, can learn faster and can do more 
in a day than his nearest competitor, 
the yellow man.

In the qualities of which I 
speak, the qualities indispensable to 
individual and national greatness, the 
English people are ahead of any other 
European nation, while the people of 
the United States lead the world. 


“Since their creation the Chinese, 
the Indians and the negroes have been 
progressing. With the Chinamen, as 


with other men, this progress through 
its first stages has been slow. In con- 
sequence he is today a small skulled 
and small brained man. Physically he 
is small because almost perpetual peace 
has left him alone to multiply. He isone 
of the most perfect machines, but that 
portion of him that thinks, that origi- 
nates, that plans and invents, is lack- 
ing. 

“Left alone, bis race in time would 
evolve a high civilization. Internal 
wars and famine would eventually kill 
out the weaker and more peaceful. A 
higher and still higher state of civiliza- 
tion would come about, for nothing 
that is good dies. In his attempt to 
imitate his father he would do better 
than his father has done. The brain 
of the best Chinamen would continue 
to grow larger. The weaker brained, 
weaker muscled men would continue 
to die. 

“But the empire must die, and the 
present day Chinaman must pass 
away. His race has mixed too little, 
has progressed too slowly. It must 
mix quicker, grow quicker, or perish, 
for the mixed peoples and the strong 
peoples will inherit the earth. The 
chance will not and cannot be given 
the Chinaman to work out his salva- 
tion alone.” 

“Why not?” was asked. 

“I am not discussing the question in 
its ethical phases,” said Professor Mc- 
Gee. “In the struggle of mankind the 
right to hold is the might to hold.

He 
must be taught to use tools, how to 
sow and to reap, how to work in the 
home and in the mill, how to dig in 
the mines and toil in the factories.

SATISFACTGKY BUSINESS OUTLOOK 


Kothing More Serious Than Usual Summer 
Duliness Prevails at Present. 

New York, July 7.—Bradstreet’s says: 
Business is usually dull at this season 
and this year is no exception to the gen- 
eral rule. A review of the past six 
months, hewever, gives little comfort to 
pessimists. Bank clearings, it is true, 
are smaller by about 11 percent than 
they were in the first half of 1899, but 
railway earnings are about 10 percent 
larger and business failures as reported 
to Bradstreet’s are the fewest reported 
for 18 years back, with liabilities of 
tailing traders the smallest with one ex- 
ception, and that last year, since 1892.

“Our laws, you know, do not extend 
beyond the jurisdiction of this govern- 
ment, and while we may by statute 
proclaim the right of expatriation we 
cannot enforce it in either Russia or 
Turkey. The czar of Russia and the 
sultan of Turkey, when our citizens 
enter their domains, have to be con- 
sulted concerning this divine right. 
The tendency of all modern interna- 
tional intercourse is in favor of its 
recognition, but that will do one little 
good should he be arrested in Russia 
or Turkey and thrown into jail. There 
he may, it is true, reflect upon his di- 
vine right and also upon his actual in- 
carceration. As a matter of fact, nel- 
ther Russia nor Turkey carries its 
power to an extreme. It frequently 
happens that a naturalized citizen re- 
turning to his home in either country 
is apprehended and thrown into prison. 
Things are made uncomfortable for 
him for awhile, and he is subsequently 
released with a warning. His experi- 
ence is a sufficient lesson to warn oth- 
ers never to return, and thus the pur- 
Pose of the czar and the sultan is ac- 
complished.”—Chicago Record.

THE ZEPPELIN AIRSHIP 


First Ascent Made by the Mon- 
ster Balloon. 


INVENTOR A GERMAN OFFIOER, 


+ 
Vessel Sailed From Friedrichshafen 
Over Lake Constance and Descend- 
ed at Immenstadt—Cylinder Con- 
tained Seventeen Balloons and Was 
Propelled by Screw Motors Driven 
by Benzine. 


Count von Zeppelin’s aerial ship 
made an ascent at Friedrichshafen the 
other, evening, says a Berlin dispatch 
to the New York Herald. It had five 
occupants and traveled safely to Im- 
menstadt. 

Count von Zeppelin’s airship may 
how be regarded as actually one of the 
wonders of the age. The monster bal- 
loon has been in course of construction 
on the lake of Constance since the 
spring of last year. Great curiosity 
has been aroused by the novelty of the 
count’s design, and the secrecy with 
which he has managed to enshroud his 
plans until his invention could be prac-

tically tested has further stimulated 
curiosity. On more than one occasion 
bad weather and other delays have 


prevented the trial of the airship. 

The Zeppelin airship is about 180 me- 
ters long, or about the same length as 
the American liner New York. In di- 
ameter it is 37 2-3 feet. Its total lift- 
ing cacapity it about ten tons, enabling 
the vessel to carry stores sufficient to 
remain in the air several days. 


One of the best living experts in 
aerial navigation, Major Baden-Pow- 


ell, brother of the hero of Mafeking, 
who was privileged to inspect the ma- 
chine, described it as resembling the 
slender skeleton of a huge battleship, 
containing 17 independent balloons, on 
the same system as the airtight com- 
partments of an ocean liner. It was 
hoped to drive the vessel at the rate of 
22 miles an hour. Beneath the front 
and rear ends of the carrying body are 
pairs of air propellers, and i{mmedi- 
ately below the latter are gondolas 
constructed of aluminium, containing 
powerful benzine motors. 

Friedrichshafen, where the airship 
has been constructed, is on the side of 
Lake Constance, and Immerstadt Hes 
to the north, on the same bank. An 
immense balloon house on 60 pontoons 
covered the airship and was so built 
that the center platform, on which the 
airship rested, could be towed out and 
the ascent of the airship be made un- 
hindered. 

For years Count yon Zeppelin has 
devoted himself to the problem of con- 
structing a steerable balloon. His plans 
have been laid before the German goy- 
ernment, which has given him aid in 
his present undertaking. The king of 
Wurttemberg has shown great interest 
in the Invention, for the Count von 
Zeppelin comes of an old Wurttemberg 
family and in the Franco-Prussian 
war served on the general staff of the 
Wurttemberg army, from which he re- 
tired with the rank of major general. 

Probably the crew of five persons 
consisted of Count von Zeppelin him- 
self, Eingo Kuebler, the mechanical 

engineer; Herr Burr, a steering expert, 
and two machinists in charge of the 
benzine motors. 

Time Reckoning In Mexico. 

Mexico is considering the advisabil- 
{ty of adopting a standard system of 
reckoning time, says the New York 
Tribune. At present Mexico has an 
official time, computed at the capital 
and telegraphed to various parts of the 
republic. That time differs from 
Greenwich 6% hours. It is the time 
adopted by the railroads and telegrapl 
lines, but in many parts of Mexico, es- 
pecially in places not in telegraphic 
communication with the rest of the 
world, local time prevails.

A VETERAN ATHLETE. 


Incidents In the Career of “Father 
Bill” Curtis. 

The late William B. Curtis was the 
founder of the Fresh Air club, and he 
met his death upon one of its regular 
outings. Every summer members of 
the club make a three weeks’ tour 
through the White mountains. This 
time when they left, a few days ago, 
Mr. Curtis was accompanied by Allen 
Ormsby, Fred Ilgen, A. Hennen and 
Professor Parker. They were to have 
been joined at Fabyans by 10 or 12 
members of the Appalachian club of 
Boston. It was to be a joint tour. 

William B. Curtis was an editor of 
The Spirit of the Times. He was 
looked upon as the father of American 
athletics, says the New York Herald. 
He founded the New York Athletic 
club in 1868 and the Fresh Air club in 
1878. In his youth he was a famous 
athlete. Some of his records have 
never been broken. He had a record 
for the 300 yard sprint race, for the 
hammer throw and some sculling rec- 
ords. On one occasion he lifted nearly 
two tons. Others of his feats of mus- 
cular strength were quite as remark- 
able. 

He was an active competitor in ath- 
letic sports until 1882 and won races 
from scratch in 60 yards, 100 yards, 
200 yards, one-quarter mile running, 
120 yard hurdle, one mile walk, run- 
ning high jump, running broad jump, 
throwing hammer and 56 pound weight, 
tug of war; Inrowing, at single sculls, 
double sculls, pair oared, four oared 
and six oared; swimming, 100 yards 
and 200 yards; skating, one-half mile 
and mile, and all round gymnastic com- 
petitions. He won championships and 
established best on records at 60 and 
100 yards running, throwing hammer 
and 50 pound weight, tug of war; row- 
ing single seull, double scull and four 
oared; lifting heavy weight and put- 
ting up dumbbells. 

He -was referee 
Athletic club from the foundation of 
the club and for 25 years refereed the 
games of the Interscholastic associa- 
tion. He was referee of the Yale and 
Harvard gumes for 15 years. In 1868 
Mr. Curtis made a lift in harness of 
3,239 pounds, the most remarkable per- 
formance of the kind on record, with 
the possible exception of J. W. Kenne-

dy’s lift of 3,242 pounds at Lynn, 
Mass., In 1892. 
Mr. Curtis was born at Salisbury, 


Vt., Jan. 17, 1887. In those days ama- 
teur athletics were unknown. ‘The 
lowest weight of Mr. Curtis was when 
training fer rowing, 163 pounds, and 
his heaviert weight in training for 
gymnastics 184 pounds. One of his 
peculiarities was to never wear an 
overcoat, even in midwinter.

Half a dozen men were talking trout in 
one of the up town holM@ls after a shad 
supper the other night. One of the party 
told of a three pound fish that he landed

another of a seven pound blackfish 
caught with a similar rod by a_ well

hewspaper man off the Great 
Staten Island, last summer. He 
fishing for snappers (bluefish fry) 
and, hooking a blacktish in shallow wa- 
ter, near an old sunken wreck that lies 
there, fought it for over an hour and 
landed it. So the fish stories, true and 
vinerwise, went on. Finally one of the 
party, said, with a laugh: 

“To hear fellows talk one would 
think a six ounce trout pole and single 
leader would land a shark. Now, dust 
shot will not kill an eagle, though it may 
blind him, and I am a little skeptical 
about these fish stories.” 

The best fisherman of the party replied: 

Well, you are a pretty good swimmer. 
Vil tell you what VH do. I'll bet you a 
suit of clothes that if you will play the 
fish, with an ordinary trout line attached 
to a swivel between your shoulders, J, 
with a six ounce pole, will land you and 
bring you to bag.” 

The bet was accepted, and a few days 
later the contest came off in one of the 
3witmming baths of New York city. 

A piece of ribbon was passed in a loop 
over each shoulder of the man fish and 
fastened between the shoulders to a fair 
sized swivel, to which was attached a 37 
strand English woven silk line, which 
was reeled on an ordinary 544 ounce 
trout rod. ‘The fisherman stood on 
the diving platform, rod in hand, with the 
line rather slack, and the fish stood halt 
way down the bath. The fish was to 
take a header, and this was to constitute 
the strike of the fish. The victory was to 
be decided by the swimmer reaching the 
end of the bath or the fisherman towing 
him within reach of the landing net twice 
out of three tries. 

The signal given, in dived the fish, and 
the fisherman gave him all the line he 
wanted until his head appeared, and then 
put on a little strain, which: turned the 
swimmer slightly sidewise. The fish, not 
perceiving this for a second, struck out 
Strong!y for the end of the bath, but the 
Strain, slight as it was, turned him more 
and more areund, and, turning his head 
to look, he lost ground for a breath and 
was hauled over on his back. For an un- 
incum! swimmer to turn on to his 
chest from his back is very easy, but 
With that pull between the shoulders it is 
a very dificult matter. As a finger under 
the chin will hold a swimmer up when 
learning, so that touch of a finger on the 
line towed the swimmer half way down 
the bath before he could get the line slack 
and turn again. By that time he was 
nearly out of breath, and still the trifling 
strain held him just enough to imped 
him without stopping him. 

Slowly and steadily he moved ahead, 
combating the side strain this time by in- 
creased exertion of the left arm, and 
seemed in a fair way of making the goal, 
when, zip, the point of the rod swung 
over, and, aided by the strong sweep of 
the left arm, the strain caught the fish 
as if the butt had been given, and round 
he came again on his chest. A mad 
plunge to break the line resulted only in a 
of ten feet of line, but the swimmer 
secured his turn and again set his face 
for the end. Moving the point of the 
rod to the left, to the right, raising it, 
sinking it, catching the man fish wherev- 
er he showed a weak spot, the wily an-

a lucky turn brought the fish over, and he 
was promptly reeled in before he could 
get on his chest again.

ST. LOUIS STRIKE RENEWED. 


Employes of the Transit Company Claim That 
the Corporation Has Broken Faith. 

St. Louis, July 10.—The strike against 
the St. Louis Tiansit company by its 
former employes, which was declared 
off on July 2, was ordered renewed yes- 
terday at a meeting of the Street Rail- 
way Men's union. This morning at 
5 o'clock was the time fixed for the re- 
newal of the boycott on all the company’s 
lines. 

When the strike was settled on July 2 
there was discontent amorg the men 
over the terms of settlement, and since 
that time the dissatisfaction has grown 
daily. Charges were made that the 
company had failed to keep thé agree- 
ment of July 2 

Several meetings were held during the 
week, and committees were appointed 
to procure proof of infidelity on the 
part of the company. At a meeting of 
the executive committee of the Railway 
Men's union, held Saturday, a batch of 
affidavits were presented to the effect 
that men had been re-employed by the 
company since July 2, in violation of the 
terms of the agreement of that date. 
The executive committee called a mass 
meeting of the street railway men yes- 
terday and reported, recommending that 
the strike be declared on again 

The representatives ef the company 
met, and through President Whitaker, 
addressed a letter to the men, denying 
that the company had intentionally vio- 
lated the agreement of July 2, and de- 
claring its intention to live up to every 
condition of the agreement, both in let- 
ter and spirit. 

Fred W. Lehmann, attorney for the 
company, offered to submit the question 
as to whether the company had broken 
faith to Joseph W. Folk, counsel for the 
men, and bound the company to abide 
by Mr. Folk’s judgment in the premises. 
The proposition was ignored, and by a 
unanimous vote the strike was renewed,

Prince Tuan Boldly Proclaims Himself} ° 


Emperor of China, 


The Boxers Are Assisted by Imperial Chinese 


Troops at Pekin. 


A Report from Tien Tsin that the Allies Will 
Bombard the Native City. 


London, July 11.—According to the 
Shanghai correspendent of The Express, 
it is war to the knife between the Dow- 
ager Empress and Prince Tuan, In 
a recent edict the latter boldly discards 
his mask and signs himself as emperor. 
He warmly commends the prewess of his 
“faithful and in flowery lan- 
guage appeals to their cupidity and fa- 
naticism.

PRINCE TUAN. 
decree Prince Tuan ap- 
Tsuan, the “iron-capped;” 
Prinee Tsaishan, his imperial clansman, 
and Kang Yi to command the three chief 
wings of the Boxer army. 

“No authentic news from Pekin" is 
still the burden of the dispatches from 
the far east; and, although the disposi- 
tion is to believe the optimist reports 
from Chinese sources, no real confidenc2 
is possible until the legations, if they are 
still in exietemce, are permitted to com- 
municate with their governments. 

If, as is alleged, the Boxer movement 
ground in Pekin, it might have 
been supposed that the Boxers would 
have endeavored to send up reinforce- 
ments from Tien Tsin; but, instead of 
that, they are still in great force in the 
neighborhood of the latter place and are 
assisted by the imperial Chinese troops, 
with ample, efficient artillery. 

According to a special Che Foo dis- 
patch, the fighting around Tien Tsin on 
the 3rd and 4th was the severest yet ex- 
perienced. The British losses alone were 
30 killed or wounded. The Chinese had 
16,000 men attacking simultaneously 
from the west, north and east and made 
excellent practice with over 100 guns. 
The defenders numbered 14,000, with 
scant supplies, and it was only the pres- 
ence of the newly arrived Japanese and 
Russian guhs that prevented a disaster. 
One Russian company of infantry, num- 
bering 1:0 men, had 115 killed or 
wounded. The German contingent also 
suffered heavily. By the evening of the 
4th the situation was Very critical. The 
allies narrowly escaped total defeat. 
Providentially, when things were at 
their worst, a torrential rainfall com- 
Pelled the Chinese to retire. 

On July 6, the rain having abated, the 
Chinese renewed the attack, opening 
fire on Tien Tsin with two batteries of 
four-inch guns; but the allies, aided by 
two of H. M. S. Terrible’s guns, suc- 
ceeded in silencing the Chinese artillery 
after eight hours of fighting.

The Chinese version of 
the origin of the outbreak as published 
in Shanghai is that Baron Von Ketteler 
was hated by the Pekinese, who, taking 
advantage of the disturbed condition of 
affairs, shot him out of revenge, there by 
causing a conflict between the Chinese 
troops and the Germans, the latter of 
whom destroyed the tsung li yamen. 
The infuriated soldiers under Prince 
Tuan then gained complete control over 
the dowager empress, 

The Daily News’ Tien Tsin correspon- 
dent says the allies have decided to 
bombard the native city, which they 
have hitherto hesitated to attack, owing 
to the heavy commercial] interests in- 
volved.

Referee 
White stopped the bout after they had 
fought one minute and 38 seconds of the 
eighth round, when Griffo was so far 
gone that another punch from Gans 
would have put him out. 


Mrs. Rcbinson Killed Herself. 
Norfolk, Conn., July 11.—According to 
the fiinding of Coroner Higgins, Mrs. 
Hattie Robinson, the eight-time eloper, 
who died at her home from paris green 
poisoning, committed suicide while ina 
state of intoxication, and the numerous 
wounds on her body weragot sufficiently 
serious to cause her death. The indica- 
tions pointed to murder, and the many 
conflicting stories told by the parties 
supposed to be cognizant of the situa- 
tion previous to Mrs. Robinson's last 
elopement tended to strengthen the mur- 
der theory.

Sawdust Graduates. 

Most of the circus acrobats and not a 
few of the rough and tumble come- 
dians of the stage who have graduated 
from the ring were reared and learned 
the rudiments of their business in the 
lumber towns of the northwest. In the 
“business” these are known as “saw- 
Gust towns” on account of the saw- 
mills, which are their chief industry. 
There are many of these in Wisconsin 
and Michigan and several in Iowa that 
have turned out the bulk of the acro- 
bats and tumblers in the business. 

In the “sawdust towns” the small 
boys have exceptional facilities for 
learning to turn somersaults and hand- 
springs in the great beds of sawdust 
that surround the mills.

When 
he gets older, heavier and stronger, 
he may become an “understander,” or 
the man who holds a mountain of men 
on his shoulders.

ALL FOREIGNERS DEAD. 


Last of Legations at Pexin Destroyed 
cn the Morning of July 7, 


Now Taken For Granted That 
Worst Has Happened. 


Allies at Tien Tsin and Army East of Pekin 
Said to Have Met Disaster. 


London, July 13.—The Shanghai corre- 
spondent of The Daily Mail says the fol- 
lowing story regarding the position in 
Pekin emanates from Chinese official 
sources: 

“The two remaining legations, the 
British and Russian, were attacked in 
force on the evening of July 6, Prince 
Tuan being incommand, The attackers 
were divided. Prince Tuan commanded 
the center, the right wing was led by 
Prince Tsai Yin and the left by Prince 
Yin Lin. The were under 
Prince Tsin Yu. 

“The attack commenced with artillery 
fighting, which was severe and lasted 
until 7 o'clock in the morning, by which 
time both legations were destroyed and 
all the foreigners were dead, while the 
streets around the legations were full of 
the dead bodies of both foreigners and 
Chinese. 

“Upon hearing of the attack Prince 
Ching and General Walg Wen Shao went 
with the troops to the assistance of the 
foreigners, but they were outnumbered 
and defeated. Both Prince Ching and 
General Wang Wen Shao were killed. 

“Two foreigners are said to have es- 
caped through the gates, one with a 
heavy sword wound in hishead. Prince 
Tuan, in celebration of the victory, dis- 
tributed 100,000 taels and huge quanti- 
ties of rice to the Boxers.” 

A terrible veil of silence enshrouds 
Pekin, and there is nobody but believes 
the worst has happened. It is taken for 
granted that all the powers have ex- 
hausted every means to get direct news 
from their legations, and the fact that 
their efforts have been vain leaves but 
one interpretation. 

The Chinese representative in Berlin 
denies the statement that Li Hung 
Chang had sent him a hopeful telegram. 
He says that, on the contrary, no direct 
telegram has been received by him from 
Li Hung Chang for some time past. 

The day's news is again restricted to 
the usual crop of untrustworthy Shang- 
hai rumors, the most serious of which, 
reported by the correspondent of The 
Express, is to the effect that Europeans 
are directing the Chinese military opera- 
tions. The correspondent asserts that 
Captain Bailey of H. M. S. Aurora dis- 
tinctly saw a man in European garb di- 
recting the Chinese military operations 
outside of Tien Tsin. 

Foreign refugees from Tien 
openly accuse a European official, whose 
name The Express correspondent sup- 
presses, and Colonel Von Hannekin, who 
was formerly employed to drill the Chi- 
nese troops, of being parties to a plot 
to procure the escape of General Chang 
and themselves from Tien Tsin before 
the bombardment, leaving the other 
foreigners to their fate. 

Statements are in circulation in 
Shanghai accusing the Russians of in- 
discriminate siaughter of friendly Chi- 
nese non-combatants, without regard to 
age or sex. The manager of a Chinese 
steamship company, who has arrived in 
Shanghai, asserts that he only escapel 
from Tien Tsin by cutting off his queue 
and donning European clothes. It is 
stated that the taotai of Shanghai pro- 
tested to the powers against these Rus- 
sian slaughters. 

it is asserted that the Buddhist priests 
throughout the empire are propagating 
Prince Tuan’'s anti-foreign gospel. 

News is circulating through the Yang 
Tse valley that General Ma has inflicted 
a crushing defeat upon the allies at 
Tien Tsin, and that the foreign army has 
been cut to pieces east of Pekin. The 
actual impotence for the moment of the 
allied forces naturally give color to these 
stories, with the worst results. 

The Shanghai correspondent of The 
Express gives Tien Tsin advices to July 
8, when the superior range of the Jap- 
anese artillery enabled them to relieve 
the Russians, who were hard pressed at 
the railway station.

Attleboro, Mass., July 13.—While work- 
ing in a field at Hebronville Thursday, 
Jean Huge was accidentally shot in the 
back by a boy, who was firing at a target. 
The ball passed through the target and 
struck Hugo, who was some distance 
away and hidden by a grove. Hugo's 
e@ondition is serious. 


GARY PERSONS SEAT TO HOSPITAL 


@ | Kerosens Tank Exploded Dering a Fire In a 


Railroad Yard at Somerville, Mass. 

Boston, July 13.—A large oil tank ona 
railroad car in the Mystic yard of the 
Boston and Maine railroad in Somerville 
exploded Thursday night and 20 persons, 
who had been attracted by the fire which 
preceded the explosion, were injured, 
several of whom may die. The prop- 
erty damage is placed at $45,000. 

The fire caught in some waste about 
the cars, and soon there was a brisk 
blaze. Many psople were attracted to 
the yard by the blazze, and in a few mo- 
ments the flames had enveloped a tank 
car full of kerosene oi), which was stand- 
ing close by. The people were uncon. 
scious of the danger, and within five 
minutes the oil exploded with great 
force, burning the clothes from those 
nearest and otherwise injuring nearly 
every one of the bystanders. Joseph 
Hayden of engine 1, Somerville, was 
standing upon the tank at the time of 
the explosion, and he died shortly af- 
terward, J. J. Callahan, a freight 
conductor on the Poston and Maine, was 
also burned seriously, and Robert Fur- 
ness, a switchman, was also badly burned 
about the head and shoulders. Thirteen 
victims of the fire are being treated at 
the Somerville hospital. 

Sacrifo:d Her Lifs. 

Columbia, S. C., July 13.—Miss Ella 
Roseborough, 17 years old, was killed by 
a train on the Southern road yesterday 
at Blacksburg just as she had saved the 
life of a little negro child. She saw a 
little colored child sitting beside the 
rails playing, and eround a nearby curve 
came a train, The girl sprang to the 
rescue, running toward the train. When 
the engine was but a few yards away, 
fire flying from every wheel under the 
grinding pressure of air brakes, she 
Snatched the child from danger, but 
could not save herself, 

The Work of Lightning. 

Amherst, Mass., July 13.—While work- 
ing in a field here. E. T. Sabin, aged 70, 
a farmer, was struck by lightning and 
killed. A horse beside him was also 
killed. 

Laconia, N. H., July 13.—The farm- 
house of Loren Durrell was struck by 
lightning Thursday, and James Kirk- 
bright was knocked insensible by the 
bolt, and his condition is critical. A 
dog which Mr. Kirkbright held in his 
lap was instantly killed. 


No Room For Civilians. 

Washington, July 13.—The army trans- 
ports plying between San Francisco and 
the east have been again placed ona war 
basis, with the result that no more pas- 
sengers not attached to the military es- 
tablishment will be carried on those 
vessels. The demand for such trans- 
portation has bece.. . wo great thatit has 
been found necessary to issue a notice 
discontinuing the practice of carrying 
civilians between San Francisco and the 
Philippines. 


Wind, Sand ana Rain. 
Clinton, Mass., July 13.—For about 20 
minutes Thursday this city was visited 


by a sand storm of a severity never 
equalled here. An extremely heavy 
wind took the sand from the several 


thousand acres of the Wachusett reser- 
voir and whirled it through the air for 
three miles into the city. It was im- 
possible to see more than a few feet ahead 
While the storm lasted, and everything 
Was covered with the sand. A severe 
thunder storm followed, which swept 
the sand away. 


Sentenced For Two Offenses. 

Woodstock, Vt., July 13.—In the Wind- 
sor county court Thursday afternoon 
Dustin Shaw was sentenced by Judge 
Munson for impeding an officer and 
breaking jail. For the former he was 
sentenced to not less than 244 nor more 
than three years in state prison, and for 
the latter to not less than two nor more 
than 214 years. 

A British Pacific Cab'e. 

London, July 13.—In the house of com- 
Taons yesterday Joseph Chamberlain 
announced that tenders for laying the 
Pacific cable will be invited immedi.

William A. Jordan of Wollaston has 
been elected Great‘Phrophet of the 
Massachusetts Red Men, and also one 
of the four Great Representatives to the 
Great Council of the United States. 
For Great Propbet be had no rival, and 
teceived 689 of the 700 votes cast. For 
Great Representative there were 12 
candidates, but Mr. Jordon led with 
606 votes, his nearest rival receiving 
but 412. 

During his term as Great Sachem the 
Red Men of Massachusetts have insti- 
tuted 14 new tribes and 12 new 
councils the Degree of Pocahontas. 
The net gain in membership of the 
tribes was 1500; in councils, 500; being 
the first net gain in ten years. 

An election among the Red Men is 
unique, as the Past Sachems meet in 
their respective wigwams and vote. 
The returns are counted by a board of 
Great Chiefs. The vote given Sachem 
Jordan for Representative is the largest 
ever given to a candidate. The Great 
Council will meet at Milwaukee in 
September. The term of Great Sachem 
Jordan expires Aug.30, when the Great 
Council meets in Boston.

Over 200 Cuban Teachers 
at Atlantic. 


Instructors Talk on the 
“Marine Deposition.” 


Trips to be Made for Six Con- 
secutive Days. 


The visit of the first division of 
Cuban teachers to Atlantic on Thurs- 
day attracted considerable attention in 
that section of the city, among the 
residents and those who happened to 
be riding through Atlantic. There was 
no mistaking who composed the party. 
Their complexions and dress were un- 
mistakably Cuban, They were not on 
dress parade, but several were quite at- 
tractive, especially some of the young 
men. 

The special train arrived on 
scheduled time at the Atlantic station 
at 3.03, and the party numbered about 
200, They divided into three yroups, 


each with a guide, an instructor, and 
au interpreter, and walked via. Han- 


cock street to the Neponset river 
bridge, or rather just this side of the 
bridge near the westerly fence. 

There was a little confusion in keep- 
but after a 
while they gathered about their respec- 
ive instructors. Sentence by sentence 
the instruction in the radiments of 
geography were repeated in Spanish 
by the interpreter, and attention was 
called to the country in the direction 
of Milton Hill.

Some English Laws. 

If you deposit money in a bank and 
leave it there for over six years with 
out adding to it, drawing on it or deal- 
ing with it in any way, it comes under 
the statute of limitations and is lost to 
you forever. 

Suppose you bought a gold ring and 
without saying anything about pay- 
ments or delivery you turned round to 
examine a clock and a magpie flew in 
and carried off the ring it would be 
your loss. You would have to pay the 
jeweler, while he need not give you 
another ring. If you bought a horse 
and said you would call for him in the 
evening and if the stables were burned 
and the horse destroyed before you 
called, you would have to bear the con- 
sequences, But if anything remained 
to be done to the property purchased 
the seller would be responsible. Sup- 
pose he undertook to put a nail in the 
horse's shoe or suppose the jeweler 
said he would polish up the ring, then 
the loss would fall on him, not you. 

If you wrote from London to a miller 
in Bristol offering to sell him a cargo 
of wheat at 30 shillings a quarter and 
he wrote a letter accepting your offer 
and posted it the same day, the con- 
tract would be completed. Suppose, 
now, the letter got lost, you concluded 
that he was not going to buy and you 
sold the cargo to some one else, you 
would be liable for damages to the first 
buyer, and the worst of it is you could 
get nothing out of the postmaster gen- 
eral.—London Auswers.

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TAME WILD DUCKS. 


Sumner Jesse Poplar Raising Them 
at Havre de Grace, Md. 

It is an uncommon thing to see a 
brood of live ducklings of the mallard 
family hatched out by wild parents in 
Havre de Grace, Md. There is in that 
city a brood of 21 which saw the light 
only a few days ago, and if nature, 
aided by several “setting” hens and a 
wild. black duck or two, performs its 
proper functions there will be added to 
this brood of 21 some 75 more within 
the next few days, and a number will 
have been hatched by wild mothers. 

They are being reared by the famous

Boers Inflict a Severe Defeat Upon 
the Forces of Lord Roberts, 


| Captured Two Guns and Some 
Two Hundred Men. 


| No Possibility of Any Troops Being Spared 
From South Africa at Present. 


London, July 13.—Lord Roberts’ dis- 


patch, reporting still another unfortu- pate 
nate occurrence, throws a serious light three shares of the day’s kill, says the 
upon the state of affairs in South Af- | Baltimore Sun. Jesse, it seems, is not 


content with the number of birds that 
have been stopping on their flight 
southward and has concluded to foster 
the interest by assisting in the hatch- 
ing and production of at least the 
marsh varieties. 

He captured last winter a half dozen 
wild ducks. There were five females 
and a drake. The females were all 
black mallards, and the drake was of 
the green head sort. They were nursed 
along until their wounds were healed, 
and when spring came they began to 
lay with a will, and 100 eggs were soon 
produced. Some of the old ducks be- 
gan to “cluck,”’ and each covered some 
20 eggs, and several hens \ given 
the remainder. 

The brood which has come out has 
for its mother a whiic hen which is 
fearfully concerned \.len the duck- 
lings pitch into the water trough pro- 
vided for them. They are beautiful lit- 
tle specimens, a little smaller in size 
than the tame varieties, seem much 
quicker in their movements and are of 
a uniform size and color. Mr. Poplar 
expects to raise about 100 young ducks, 
as they seem to be extremely hardy, 
and the loss of any of those hatched 
would probably be only from acci- 
dent. The six old ducks, though very 
wild when first captured, have become 
quite tame, and they do not attempt to 
leave the yard where they are kept. 

When asked what disposition he in- 
intended to make of them, Mr. Poplar 
laughed and said he had not yet made 
up his mind, but he acted as if he had 
“something up his sleeve,” for he does 
not always give satisfactory answers. 
When the shooting season comes on 
again, it would not be strange if he 
were found on the “flats” with a full 
stool of live ducks for decoys, and if 
such should happen woe unto the 
feathery tribe.

Scattered Boer forces were able to in- 
| flict such a defeat so near Pretoria. 

Instead of the surrender cf all of the 
remaining Boers being imminent, as re- 
cent telegrams had hinted, it seems they 
have been making a concerted attempt 
to surround or recapture Pretoria, with 
so much success that, in the region 
which was supposed to be pacified and 
in which no attack was expected, they 
succeeded in inflicting a serious defeat 
| and capturing two guns and some 200 
men. It is evident that General Botha 
has a considerable force, seeing that he 
is able to press Lord Roberts’ lines ata 
| half dozen points around Pretoria, from 
| the springs to the southeast of the city, 
northward to Middleburg and Durde- 
poort and thence southward to Nitral's 
Nek and Krugersdorp. 

Lord Roberts omits to give the name 
of the commander concerned, giving rise 
| to the belief that worse remains to bs 
told. Even if the mishap be not worse 
than his information at present im- 
plies, it proves that the situation is still 
serious, and that there is no possibility 

of any troops being spared from South 
| Africa for China, but, on the contrary, 
| that it will take a long time to clear the 
} country of the Boers. 

News has reached London that Lord 
Roberts has been suffering from a se- 
rious bowel complaint, and that Lady 
Roberts was hurriedly summoned from 
Bloemfontein. Lord Roberts, though 
now better, is still weak. 

Following is the text of Lord Roberts’ 
report to the war office, under date of 
July 12: 

“The enemy, having failed in their at- 
tack upon our right rear, made a de- 
termined attack upon our right flank 
yesterday, and I regret to say succeeded 
in capturing Nitral’s Nek, which was 
garrisoned by a squadron of the Scota 
Greys, with two guns, ofa battery of the 
Royal artillery, and five companies of 
the Lincolnshire regiment. 

“The enemy attacked in superior num- 
bers at dawn, and, seizing the hills com- 
manding the Nek, brought a heavy gun 
fire to bear upon the small garrison. 

“Nitral's Nek is 18 miles from here, 
near where the road crosses the Croco- 
dile river. It was held by us in order 
to maintain road and telegraphic com- 
munication with Rustenburg. 

“The fighting lasted, more or less, 
| throughout the day, and immediately on 
| receiving information, early this morn- 
| ing, of the enemy's strength, I dis- 
| patched reinforcements from here under 
Colonel Godfrey of the King’s Own 
| Scottish Borderers. Before, however, 
they reached the spot, the garrison had 
| been overpowered, and the guns and 
| @ greater portion of the squadron of the 
Greys had been captured, owing to the 
horses being shot, also about 90 men of 
|} the Lincoin regiment. A list of the 
casualties has not been recosived, but I 
fear they are heavy. 

“Simultaneously an attack was made 
| on our outposts near Durdepoort, north 
of the town, in which the Seventh Dra- 
goons were engaged. The regiment was 
; handled with considerable skill by Lieu- 
} tenant Colonel Low, and kept the enemy 
j in « heck until they retired on'their sup- 
ports, and would probably have suf- 
fered but slight loss had not one troop 
| mistaken some Boers in the bushes for 
| our men. 


WONDERS OF CAPE NOME. 


Sand Worth 815,000 Dug by Three 
Men In Three Hours, 

News from Nome to June 24 shows 
that the landing of 14,000 people on the 
beach in one week has produced re- 
sults never before seen in a mining 
camp. For three miles, especially 
along the river and the beach, there is 
a solid stretch of houses and tents, 
Says a San Francisco dispatch to the 
New York Sun. Beyond to the west- 
ward for a long distance there are 
scattering houses and tents. The same 
is true of the land to the eastward. The 
tents and cabins therefore extend for 
nearly five miles. 

The white tents, which look like a 
vast field of closely packed haycocks, 
bear the brands of manufacturing 
firms in every important city and town 
of the Pacific coast and the east. The 
beach for a long distance is packed to 
the water's edge with goods freshly 
landed from barges. It is not too much 
to say that millions of dollars’ worth 
of goods are there. Lumber has been 
80 scarce in camp that almost none can 
be had at any price. Up and down the 
beach men with new and shining gold 
pans are to be seen in different places 
washing for gold, while surrounding 
them are greups of newly arrived gold- 
seekers of both sexes watching the re- 
sults and full of interest as to what 
the pans may show. 

The tundra is proving to be one of 
the weaithiest fields in the district, and 
its output will surprise the world. At 
the new beach diggings at Bluff City 
three men held a piece of ground 40 
feet wide which they practically work- 
ed out in 30 days, and during that time 
they got $36,900 in gold. The most 
wonderful piece of work done by them 
was to shovel out $15,000 In four hours’ 
time, although it took six days to wash 
the fortune from the dump. More than 
$500,000 has been taken from an area 
of 90 by 700 feet.. It is thought to be 
an old creek bed. 

“Lucky” Baldwin, the San Francisco 
millionaire who for years touched noth- 
ing which did not turn into gold, has 
had hard luck at Nome. He took upa 
large concert saloon in sections, but 
found no place to put it up. He ex- 
pects to go to Port Clarence, near by, 
which has a good harbor and which is 
bound to be a lively camp. Baldwin 
has 600 tons of goods on the beach and 
has to hire a small army of men with 
shotguns to guard them.

Indians Affected by the Chinese War.

For years they have done 
a lucrative business gathering ginseng 
and shipping it to China. The trade in 
gitseng, according to the New York 
Sun, has fallen off very greatly, and the 
Indians are despondent, as they know 
practically nothing about farming and 
have only their aunuity from the state 
when unable to sell their ginseng.

ealls for the gravest consideration, and 
you will not expect from me now any 
further expression than to say that my 
best efforts shall be given to the im- 
mediate purpose of protecting the lives 
of our citizens who are in peril, with the 
ultimate object of the peace and welfare 
of China, the safeguarding of all our 
treaty rights and the maintenance of 
those principles of impartial intercourse 
to which the civilized world is pledged. 

I cannot conclude without congretu- 
jating my countrymen upon the strong 
national sentiment which finds expres- 
sion in every part of our common coun- 
try and the increased respect with which 
the American name is greeted through- 
eut the world. We have been moving 
in untried paths, but our steps have been 
guided by honor and duty. There will 


be no turning aside, no wavering, no re-_ 


treat. No blow has been struck except 
for liberty and humanity, and none will 
be. We will perform without fear every 
national and international obligation. 
The Republican party was dedicated to 
freedom 44 years ago. It has been the 
party of liberty and emancipation from 
that hour; not of profession, but of per- 
formance. It broke the shackles of 
4,000,000 slaves and made them free, and 
to the party of Lincoln has come another 
supreme opportunity which it has brave- 
ly met in the liberation of 10,000,000 of the 
human family from the yoke of im- 
perialism.

Toric.—How mission work will gain success.— 
Acts i, 6-14. (Quarterly missionary meeting.) 


The success of mission work in the 
past is a guarantee of the success of 
mission work in the future. All has 
not been done that we would like to 
have seen done, but much more has 
been done than many imagine. Chris- 
tianity has been tremendously felt in 
the whole civilized world. Christianity 
rules today in the rulers, laws and in- 
stitutions of the nations which control 
and govern the earth. The poetry, 
philosophy and science of the world 
are and have been predominantly 
Christian. The grain of mustard seed 
has become a great tree, the little leav- 
en has leavened the Whole lump, and 
the stone has become a great mountain 
that is filling the whole earth. What 
has done it? What has been the secret 
of missionary success in the past? The 
answer to these questions will solve 
the problem of missionary success for 
today, and they are answered by Christ 
in this passage from the Acts. Two 
essential elements of missionary suc- 
cess are pointed out—(1) divine power 
and (2) kuman effort in presenting 
Christ to the world. The early chureh 
was a remarkably successful mission- 
ary church, and its success was based 
upon these two elements. So it must 
be today if missionary effort is to gain 
success. 

1. Divine power is necessary to mis- 
sionary «success. “Ye shall receive 
power after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you.” The apostles waited 
nt Jerusalem until they received this 
power of the Holy Ghost, and then 
they went forth and preached Christ 
with great The most essen- 
tial element of successful mission work 
is the power of the Spirit. It is abso- 
lutely impossible to gain success with- 
out it. There are other thir that 
are very necessary, such as wealth, or- 
ganization, knowledge, but these are 
all secondary to the one great essen- 
tial quality of spiritual power. Paul 
had no wealth, no great organization 
but he had divine power, the power of 
the Spirit, and with that he was the 
most successful of missionaries. In 
mission work, of all work, it is not by 
might or by power, but by the Spirit of 


success,

As before stated, the improvement fs 
Still one of tone rather than of actual de- 
mand, but with, as seems probable, a 


vield of 540,000,000 bushels of wheat, a 
next to record breaking yield of corn and 
a very large production of oats, the 
western crop situation contains many 
encouraging features. 

The southern cotton crop has undoubt- 
edly suffered and condition is unpre- 
cedently low for this season of the year, 
but the acreage planted was a large one, 
and prices are so much higher that a 
Satisfactory financial return is confi- 
dently looked for. In addition, railroad 
earnings point to the maintenance of the 
business of the country at a volumein 
excess of last year, 

The effort of the big fron and steel 
concerns to control prices, if really made, 
has proven abortive and another whole- 
sale slashing of quotations is to be re- 
ported this week. Production, however, 
is falling off.

APPEAL OF AMERIGANS 


For Immediate and Concerted Ac- 
tion In Dealing With China, 


No Doubt but That Foreigners 
In Pekin Were Killed.: 


Allied Forces Succeed In Routing the Enemy 
in Engagement at Tien Tsin. 


London, July 16.—The following is the 
text of an appeal of Americans in China, 
assembled in mass meeting at Shanghai, 
to their fellow citizens at home: 

“Urge the government to send ade- 
quate forces to act effectively in con- 
cert with the others, At present the 
American forces are quite disproportion- 
ate to the interests involved. Our com- 
mercial interests in the northern prov- 
inces are paramount, and we consider 
ita humiliating policy to entrust to other 
powers the chief task, that of protecting 
Americans. 

“And roreign ourages are multiplying 
daily. Officials and missionaries are 
massacred. The fate of the ministers 
and their families in Pekin is not known, 
but a general massacre is apprehended. 
Wholesale massacres of native Chris- 
tians continue. The whole country is 
terrorized. Trade is paralyzed. 

“The speedy restoration of order and 
retribution are duties pressing upon all 
civilized powers. The consequences of 
delay will be disastrous. Not only are 
foreign lives and property placed in 
jeopardy, but the loss of influence will be 
incalculable 

“Give no credence to statements ofthe 
situation sent by the Chinese govern- 
ment to its ministers abroad. The pres- 
ent outrages are the result of the weak 
and vacillating policy of the powers in 
the past. Weurgeimmediate, energetic 
and concerted action.” 


It seems impossible to entertain any 
longer the least doubt as to the fate of 
the Europeans in Pekin. The Asso- 
ciated Press learns that Lady. Hart, 
wife of Sir Robert Hart, director of 
the Chinese maritime customs, on July 
6 received the following message from 
her husband: “Our people, including 
the women, are in the legations. Pre- 
pare to hear 'ne worst.” 

The European governments have re- 
ceived from their representatives at 
Shanghai a dispatch from the governor 
of Shan Tung, dated July 7, reporting 
that the European troops made a sortie 
from Pekin and killed 200 of General 
Tung Fuh Siang’s forees, and that the 
Boxers were mounting guns to makea 
Lreach in the defenses. 

Under date of July 10 the governor of 
Shan Tung wires as follows: “Native 
soldiers and Boxers have been attacking 
the legations for some hours, but have 
not yet effected an entrance. They are 
now all bombarding with large cannon 
to make a breach for a heavy onslaught. 
I fear that all the ministers, and the gov- 
ernment as well, are in great danger. 
The government is intensely anxious.” 

Finally came the news from Shanghai 
that a breach had been made and the 
foreigners killed. All the dates probably 
refer to a much earlier period; but the 
presumption is that the successive dis- 
patches give an outline of what has hap- 
pened. The Europeans, having reached 
the end of their resources, made a des- 
perate sortie and then bravely met their 
fate. The details of the horrible story 
will probably never be known. 

The Shanghai correspondent of The 
Daily Mailsays: ‘I canassert positive- 
ly that the Chinese authorities had the 
dreadful news from Pekin a week ago, 
and Sheng knew all the foreigners in 
Pekin were dead when he asked the 
American consul to cable to Washington 
@ proposal to deliver the foreigners in 
safety at Tien Tsin, on condition that 
the allies would suspend their operations 
to the north of Pekin.” 


Admiral Seymour’s dispatches give 
the latest news regarding the situation 
at Tien Tsin. Telegrams to the As- 
sociated Press show that the operations 
on July 11 were a brilliant success. The 


Japanese cavalry and a mobile mounted ° 


battery did splendid work. It was un- 
fortunate that the allies didnot have 
more cavalry to pursue the flying enemy. 
Four hundred Chinese were killed and 
six guns captured, At noon the settle- 
ments were again viciously shelled from 
the native city and the hospitals and 
other buildings were repeatedly hit. 
The moral effect of the successes of the 
allied forces upon the Chinese is believed 
to be very great. 

Gemera! Gaselle and staff, with a force 
of Punjab infantry, arrived yesterday at 
Hong Kong and proceeded for Taku. 

The French consul at Shanghai, at a 
reception Saturday, made an impas- 
sioned speech. He said: “The history 
of the world can Show no parallel to such 
a situation: and, if the abominable crime, 
the mere thought of which makes us 
shudder, has been perpetrated, then it is 
our desire that swift and summary pun- 
ishment shall fall upon the perfidious 
nation which committedit. Our govern- 
ment is fully aware of the danger in 
which we are placed, and I can assure 
vou that we are doing all in our power 
to avenge the noble victims of Chirsse 
barbarity.” 

The morning papers are unanimous in 
belfeving that the foreigners have been 
annihilated and in calling for retribu- 
tion. The Daily Chronice comments 
upon the statement of its Washington 
correspondent that the United States 
government will not consider itse)f at 


war With China and says: “If thie Amer- 
icans are resolved to accept an apology- 
and indemnity for Mr. Conger’s murder 
they may as well take these consola- 
tions without moving another man or 
gun. Emperor William can scarcely 
take the Washington view, for he has 
pledged himself to retribution, and he is 
a man of his word.” 

Canton dispatches say that Li Hung 
Chang had planned to start for the 
north on July 18, but he is much debill- 
tated by catarrh of the stomach. He 
ordered the leader of the “Black Flag” 
to march with 50,000 men overland to 
Pekin against the Boxers. 


BIG RAID AT CLINTON. 


Officers Seize Thirty-Three Cases of Beer and 
Other ‘‘Wet Goods’’ in a Drug Store. 

Clinton, Mass., July 16--An exciting 
raid was made here yesterday when the 
local officers made a descent on Thoms¢ 
D. Tate's drug store on Mechanic street. 
They found no less than 33 full cases of 
beer, and also a large quantity of liquors. 
It was one of the biggest seizures known 
here for some time. 2 

The officers also found nine men in the 
back part of the store seated arounda 
table, while it is alleged customers were 
being served. 

Tate was arrested on the charge of 
illegally keeping for sale and selling 
liquor. He was released on bail. 

Tate was recently arrested in an ac- 
tion by the board of health for selling 
adulterated drugs, pleaded guilty, and 
had his case placed on file. 


No Walkover For Beckham. 

Lexington, Ky., July 16.—The Demo. 
cratic state convention will meet here on 
Thursday. Present indications are that 
there will be a lively contest for a suc- 
cessor to the late William Goebel Gov- 
ernor Beckham is strongly in the lead, 
according to the returns from the county 
conventions of Saturday, but it is denied 
that he has a majority, and it is stated 
the field will combine against him. The 
field includes Messrs. McCreary, Tar- 
vin, Black, Lewis, Smith and Garnett. 


Youngster Said to Be Badly Hurt. 

Clinton, Mass., July 16.-Michael Kane 
ls under arrest, charged with assault on 
9-year-old John R. Mohow. It is al- 
leged that Kane kicked the boy in the 
stomach, severely injuring him. The 
attending physician says the result of 
the boy's injuries cannot be learned for 
several days, but he considers his con- 
dition very critical. Kane was released 
On bail. 


Worried Chinese Laundrymen. 

Kansas City, July 16.—A crowd of men 
and boys gathered yesterday around the 
laundry of Ah Sing, a Chinese laundry- 
man, and started a demonstration that 
caused Sing to-call on the police for 
protection. The chuwu threw stones 
into the laundry and threatened to kill 
the inmates. A squad of police finally 
dispersed the crowd and guarded the 
place. 


Looking For Supposed Firebug. 

Boston, July 16.—An attempt to burn 
the lodging house of Henry S. Millard, 
at 121 Beacon street, Sunday night, 
created great excitement among the 
score or more of occupants. Suspicion 
points to Annie Harrison, a-colored 
woman, 45 years of age, employed there 
as cook. The police are looking for 
the woman. 


Toboggan Out of Gear. 

Providence, July 16.—An accident oc- 
curred on the Russian toboggan slide 
at Mount Hope park Sunday, in which 
eight persons were injured. All received 
cuts and bruises, but nothing of a very 
serious character. The accident was 
caused by one of the cars crashing into 
another, which had slipped away from 
the platrorm. 


Lost His Nose and an Eye. 

Keene, N. H., July 16—C. Fish of 
Athol, Mass., 19 years old, was terribly 
injured in a bicycle collision here and is 
in a critical condition. He was riding 
down Cemetery hill when he collided 
With a carriage containing two ladies. 
His nose was torn off, one eye was 
gouged out and the other eye Was badly 
injured, 


Admits Being a Criminal. 

Providence, July 16.—A housebreaker 
captured here, who gave his name as 
Joseph Grace, has admitted that he is 
Fred Hamill, and that he has been con- 
nected with several crimes.

A TINGE OF MYSTERY 


In Connection With Death of Mrs. Natalie 
Mayer, a Prominent Socieiy Woman. 
New York, July 16.—Mrs, Natalie 
Mayer, wife of John Mayer and eldest 
Caughter of the late 
meyer, difd in the Havemeyer mansion 
in the Mountainside Farm, near Mah- 
wah, N. J., late Saturday afternoon. 
Little deffnite was known concerning 
the cause of death until Sunday, when 
Commander Winslow, U. 8. N., who is 
married to a sister of Mrs. Mayer, gave 

out the following statement: 

“Mrs. Mayer died from thé effect of a 
Pistol shot accidentally fired. The 
Wound Was not at first believed to be 
fatal. There will be a coroner's inquest 
in accordance with the law.” 


On Thursday last, according to the 
New York Press, Mrs. Mayer went to 


Newport to attend the wedding of Henry 
O. Havemeyer Jr., her brether, who 
married Miss»Charlotte Whiting. She 
returned home on Saturday from the 
wedding. That was the last seen of her 
by her neighbors. She was then in her 
carriage, being driven from the station 
to the Mayer home. 

The publication of the list of guests at 
the wedding was a surprise to some of 
the friepds of Mrs. Mayer. Her name 
did not appear In the list supposedly 
given out at thehouse. The name of her 
husband was there, along with many 
names reading “Mr. and Mrs.,”’ and then 
came the name of “Mr. John Mayer.” [It 
may have been an oversight, but it was 
commented upon. When she drove up 
from the station those who had read the 
list of guests said she had been to the 
wedding. 

Dr. Seabriskie was summoned by the 
Mayer coachman. Commander Wins- 
low met the doctor at the door and led 
him upstairs to Mrs. Mayer's bedroom, 
where the wounded woman was lying 
upon her back upon the floor. 

In the room at the time were Clinton

mayer, If Mrs, Mayer, when struck by 
the bullet, was standing on the spot 
where the body was lying, she was ac- 
cidentally shot while before a mirror.

THE CHINESE TROUBLE. 


Calls President McKinley Back to 
Washington, 


TELEGRAPHIC, 


3 O’CLOCK. 


SUFFERED GREAT LOSS, 


Allied Troops Meet With Defeat In At- 
tack on Native City of Tien Tsin, 


Colonel Liscum Killed and His 
Regiment Badly Cut Up. 


Report of Annihilation of Foreigners in Pekin 
Generally Accepted as True. 


London, July 17.—To the news In yes- 
terday’s papers purporting to give de- 
tails of the last fearful struggle for life 
of the foreigners in Pekin which resulted 
in their annihilation, ig now added a 
story of the defeat of the allies in their 
assault Friday on the native city of Tien 
Tein. 


In the fighting the Americans bore 
their part and suffered terrible loss. 


Colonel Liscum of the Ninth infantry, 
together with 30 other officers and men, 
were killed, and according to the chief 
surgeon of the regiment 25 percent of 
the men were wounded. Other nations 
suffered in like proportions in the all-day 
battle. At dusk a final attempt was 
made to carry the enemy's works, but it 
failed 

In estimating the difficulties fronting 
the allies it must be remembered that 
while the native city, or city proper, is 
walled and well defended with embra- 
sured positions for heavy artillery, the 
European compound occupied by the 
ailies is without such means of defense. 
The settlement is surrounded by a low 
mud wall, which could be easily @caled. 
That these two disasters will have the 
effect of adding fuel to the flame of re- 
volt or anti-foreign agitation or what- 
ever the uprising may be called, certainly 
is to be feared. 


Up to this morning there has been 
no further news received regarding the 
reported massacre at Pekin from any 
source. In the house of commons last 
evening, beyond an admission that there 
was no g:ound for hoping that the report 
was not true, Mr. Broderick, parlia- 
mentary secretary to the foreign office, 
had nothing to communicate. An un- 
usual hush fell upon the chamber when 
the subject came up. <A few members 
doffed their hats, but otherwise there 
was no demonstration. 

Telegrams from Shanghai and Che 
Foo indicate an increasingly serious 
state of affairs. It is alleged that the 
foreign consuls at Shanghai have cabled 
their governments that there is urgent 
need of more warships to protect that 
port, owing to the menacing attitude of 
the Chinese and the temptation to loot 
the vast stores of merchandise recently 
accumulated there. It seems that the 
Chinese have already threatened to fire 
the great oil tanks on the Pao Tung side 
of the city. 

From Che Foo comes the report that 
the entire adult male population of the 
three provinces of Chi Li, Shan Si and 
Shan Tung are massing to defend Pekin 
in the conviction that the powers mean 
war. There is little doubt that a fur- 
ther check of the allies at Tien Tsin 
would be the signal for a general anti- 
foreign rising throughout China. 

The Japanese officers are still confident 
of their ability to reach Pekin before the 
roads become impassable; but the Euro- 
pean commanders believe an advance 
will be impossible before September. 
Fighting is said to be imminent at New 
Chwang, where the Boxers are threat- 
ening the foreign settlement. The Rus- 
sians have barricaded the streets and 
loopholed the houses of the foreigners. 
The bank officiais have removed their 
valuables to Port Arthur. 

Perhaps the most serious among the 
many reports from Shanghai is the 
rumor that, since the massacre at Pekin, 
five Chinese regiments have been ordered 
south, with instructions to make Ching 
Hang Po, at the head of the grand canal, 
the objective point of the southern ex- 
tension of the Boxer movements. The 
Times says it is taken for granted in 
diplomatic circles that when the Chinese 
crisis is settled Great Britain will retain 
the right to nominate the inspector of 
Chinese customs, 


Hearst to the Democratic Clubs. 

New York, July 17.—W. R. Hearst, 
president of the National Association of 
Democratic clubs, has issued an ad- 
dress to the clubs, in which he calls on 
them to publicly ratify the nomination 
of Bryan and Stevenson, and “prepare 
to defend the republic against the cor- 
rupt and corruptng spirit of impertal- 
ism.’ The address arraigns the Repub- 
lican party bitterly for its attitude to- 
ward “imperialism’ and trusts, and 
urges all patriotic citizens to organize 
to preserve the institutions of the re- 
public. 


Trying to Quiet Bianketers. 

Solway, Minn., July 17.—Captain Mer- 
cer has returned from a conference with 
the Blanket Indians whom he endeavored 
to quiet. The majority of the Indians 
appeared willing to confer with the 
whites, but hesitated on account of the 
absence of four bucks who they claimed 
are leaders. Captain Mercer gave the 
Blanketers until Tuesday night to come 
to terms. Settlers near here believe the 
danger of an uprising has passed.

AMERICANS WIN MORE EVENTS. 


Wave No Trouble In Scoring In Athletic Con- 
tests at the Exposition. 

Paris, July 17.—The American athletes 
Btarted yesterday by winning the first 
two events on the program at the ex- 
position. The first was the 200-metre 
hurdle race, and resu'ted as follows: 
A. C. Kraenziein of the University of 
Penhsylvania, first; N. G. Pritchard, 
ehampion 100-yard runner of India, sec- 
ond, and W. B. Tewksbury of the U. of 
P. third. Time, 25 2-4 seconds. 

Ray Ewry of the N. Y. A. C., secured 
the standing high juimp, with the record 
of 1 metre, 65 centimetres, a new record. 
I. K. Baxter of the U. cf P. was second, 
and Richard Sheldon of the N. Y. A.C, 
was third. 

In the hop, step and jump Prinstein of 
Syracuse was first, with 14 metres, 47 
centimetres. Connelly of Boston was 
second, and Richard Sheldon was third. 

In the final heat of the $00-metre flat 
race, A. E. Tysoe, tie english champion 
half-mile runner, 4nished first. Captain 
Cregan of Princeton was second, and 
David C. Hall of Brown was third. 
Time, 2:01 1-5. 

In the three standing jumps Ray 
Ewry was first with metres, 58 ecnti- 


metres. I. K. Baxterof the U.of P. was 
gecond, and Garret: of Princeton was 
third. 


The standing long jump was won by 
Ewry was first with 10 metres, 5S centi- 
I. K. Baxter was second, and Torch- 
boeuf, a Frenchman, was third. 

The Swedish team won the tug of war 
against the Frenchmen.

Decision That The United States 


War With the Chinese Empire. 


Washington, July 17.—Yesterday was 
the most exciting day Washineton has 
known since the battle of Santiago. At 


the very beginning came Admiral Rem- 
ey’s cablegram announcing the defeat 
of the allied forces at Tsin, and 
then came the account of the fight. 

A special cabinet meeting was at once } 
held on with 
such members present as happened to be 
in town. The best indication of its na- 
ture was the departure for the White 
House of Secretary Hay immediately 
after the meeting. He had a long talk 
with President McKinley over the long 
distance telephone, and it soon became 
known that the president had decided 
that it weuld be best for him to come 
back from Canton to the national capital. 
President McKinley left Canton for 
Washingzon last night in a special! car. 

The cabinet officers talked over the 
possibility of reinforcing the troops in | 
China. There was no disposition shown 
to withhold these troops; the only ques- | 
tion was as to the amount of additional 
force available. | 

Secretary Root was reluctant to ad- 
mit that there was any necessity for 
more American troops in China, and | 
said that thus far he had issued no or- 
ders for reinforcements. Continuing, 
he said that the regiments already 
slated for Chinese service, those now in 
China and those afloat, amount to 10,665 
men of all arms, Secretary Root sald 
that in view of the small standing army | 
of the United States, of our insignificant 
force of field artillery as compared with 
that of the great European powers and 
of our lack of territorial interest in 
China this 10,000 men represented more 
than the United States’ pro rata share of 
the international force which 1s _ to 
operate against Pekin. 

The situation has changed so rapidly 
from day to day as to alter the estimate

How to Plug Tires. 


One reason why it is difficult to make 
plugs, air-tight in single-tube bicycle 
tires is that not enough time is allowed 
for the cement to dry. Tie a string to 
the plug, cover it thoroughly with 
cement, force it clear down into the 
tire, coat the tire wall all around the 
hole thoroughly with the rubber solu- 
tion,and after twenty or thirty minutes 
pull the plug up into place. Then in- 
flate carefully and test to see if it is 
tight. It generally pays to wash the 
inside of a tire witha solution made 
of ordinary rubber solution thinned out | 
with gaspline. After this has dried 
small leaks and so-called porous places 
will be found to have been mended.

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CHINESE ARE ROUTED. 


Allied Forces Take Tien Tsin After 
Three Days of Severe Fighting, 


Li Hung Chang Has a Two- 
Fold Mission to Pekin. 


Dispatch From St. Petersburg Says China Has 
Declared War Against Russia. 


London, July 
has bee 
nese forces routed, 


18.—Tien Tsin native city 
-n taken by storm, and the Chi- 
It appears that Ad- 
miral Remey only transmitted a rumor 
when he said that the allies had bean 
repulsed last Friday. To be sure they 
did not reach their goal in the first day's 
fighting, but it turns out that they drove 
the Chinese out of the west arsenal, cap- 
tured eight guns, and held the ground 
gained close to the wall of the native 
eity. Saturday morning they renewed 
the attack, breaching the walls and cap- 
turing the forts one by one. The total 
casualties were 800; 170 killed and the 
rest wounded. 

This victory is of the utmost. import- 
ance, and undoubtedly will have a tre- 
mendous effect on the future operations. 
Had the Chinese been successful there 
is little doubt that the victory would 
have incited them to attempt all other 
ports, and there would be great danger 
of the insurrection spreading throughout 
the Yang Tse valley, and becoming even 
a greater menace than it now is. 

The success of the allied forces, though 
somewhat dearly bought, appears to 
eleac the air somewhat, and may enable 
the allies to resume preparations for an 
advance, especially as it is officially an- 
nounced that the Japanese force of 22,000 
will all be disembarked by July 19 at the 
latest. 


The Daily Telegraph has the following 
from Canton, dated July 16: In an in- 
terview with the foreign consul today 
Li Hung Chang said that his mission to 
Pekin was two-fold—to save the lives of 
the foreign ministers and to arrange the 
best possible terms of peace with the 
allied powers. The American and French 
consuls, while congratulating him upon 
these commendable purposes, reminded 
him of his pledges to protect foreigneis 
and to preserve peace in southern and 
central China. 

Earl Li replied that he must obey th> 
summons to Pekin, but that he had 
taken all necessary precautions. He 
added that he had received important 
cables from Lord Salisbury and M. Del- 
casse, demanding protection for the 
fcreign ministers in Pekin and threaten- 
ing to take life for life of the high of- 
; ficlals responsible If the ministers were 
murdered. He told the consul that he 
Was the only man in China Who dared 
transmit such messages to the empress, 
but that he had sent them verbatim, and 
that he did not doubt they had exerted 
a powerful influence in saving the min- 
isters’ lives. 

He went on to say that, as the doyen 
of the viceroys, he had alsc induced all 
the other viceroys, except two, to joinin 

a lengthy memorial to the throne, ask- 
+‘ security for the foreigners, suppres- 
sion of the Boxers and full reparation 
for the damage done and the lives lost. 

To the American who inquired about 
the actual safety of the foreign minis- 
ters in Pekin, Li answered that he had 
received no news from Pekin within the 
past week, but that, if they were alive, 
he was almost certain matters could be 
satisfactorily arranged with the allied 
powers. 

“If they are dead’’—here he shrugged 
his shoulders significantly and added 
with lowered voice, “it is hard to tell 
what may happen.” 

He added that he realized his govern- 
ment had done wrong, and that it was 
to show his grave displeasure that he 
sent the cablegrams from Lord Salis- 
bury and M. Delcasse to the empress, 
word for word, as he received them. He 
concluded by asking the co-operation of 
the allied powers in furthering the suc- 
cess of his mission, and said emphati- 
cally that he depended upon them. 


The Daily Mail publishes a sensa- 
tional dispatch from St. Petersburg, 
dated Monday, which asserts that there 
is no doubt that China has declared war 
against Russia. “The Russian press,” 
says the correspondent, “is restricted to 
the publication of official details; and 
the publication of many dispatches from 
the front has been prohibited. I hear, 
however, from a reliable source that the 
Chinese troops and the Boxers seized a 
Russian transport vessel laden with 
munitions near Aigun (on the Amur 
river, about 18 miles from the Russian 
frontier), killing almost the entire Rus- 
sian escort. They next sudcenly at- 
tacked and bombarded the town of 
Blagovechonsk (capital of the Amur 
government, on the Amur river). The 
garrison held out bravely, but was 
finally overwhelmed. Nearly all per- 
ished, and the town was burned.”

Mr. Hoey pres.ded and read a letter 
whch had been drawn up and directed toi 
President McKinley. The letter was as 
follows: 

“We, the leading Chinese merchants 
of Boston, and a= representatives of the 
Chinese race in this vicinity, desire to 
express to you and the American people 
a prefound sorrew at the ufortunate 
Occurrences now taking place in our 
native land. We deplore the umerous 
acts of violence in China, whicu we be- 
lleve to have heeu the work of an irre- 
Sponsible mob, and believe and hope 
that as soon as the Chinese government 
shall have rallied sufficient force to its 
support it will severely punish the perpe- 
trators of the recent outrages. 

“We welcome the efforts of the United 
States and other foreign nations to re- 
store peace and order In our most un- 
happy country. 

“We wish to express to the relatives 
and friends of all those who have suf- 
fered ourédeepest sympathy. 

“Signed by S. Y. Tank & Co. and be- 
tween 200 and 300 Chinese of Boston and 
various New Engiand cities and towns.” 

The address was written in Chinese at 
first and presented to the Chinese in that

Washington, July 18—The Chinese} 
minister has received a dispatch from 
the Chinese minister at au- 
thenticated by Sheng, the imperial in- 
Bpector of posts and telegraphs at 
Shanghal, and by two viceroys, declaring 
that the foreigners in Pekin were safe 
on July 9, and were receiving the pro- 
tection of the Chinese government. This 
is two days after the reported massacre.

This is the name that Alexan- 
der H. Stephens favored, and it is the 
one generally used by the people of the 
south in speaking of that war, the 
northern people calling it the rebellion. 
Strange it is that neither name is a cor- 
rect definition of the event. All know 
that there was no rebellion. States that 
had sovereignty could not be guilty of 
rebellion. Neither was it a war be- 
tween the states, but actually a war 
between two governments made up of 
states. Some writers call it a civil war, 
yet it was not a war between citizens 
in their civil capacity, but, as before 
said, a war between regularly organ- 
ized governments. There Is, in fact, no 
concise way of naming the conflict; 
hence these misnomers. Possibly the 
best title would be the simple one of 
calling it by the years of its beginning 
and close—namely, the war of 1861-5.— 
Mobile Register.

A THIRD PARTY TICKET 


To Be Placed In the Field by Anti- 
Imperialists and Gold Democrats, 


Adoption of Address Severely 
Censuring McKinley. 


Says Bryan Used His Influence to Ratify Im- 


periatism Wh ch He Now Denounces. 


New York, July 19.—A number of gold 
Democrats and Anti-Imperialists met in 
this city last might to discuss the meth- 
ods of bringing a third party ticket be- 
fore the public. 

Thomas M. Osborn of Auburn was 
made chairinan and Isaac Klein, secre- 
tary. Mr. Osborne explained that the 
meeting was called to put a third ticket 
in the field for he presidency, “that the 
opponents of Mckinley and Bryan 
should have something to fight for, in- 
stead of against.” 

The following is the 
dress, which was adopted after 
discussion: 

We are met to devise means to place 
in nomination a third presidential ticket. 
We take this course because we are at 
present faced with the necessity of 
choosing b+rtween the candidates for 
neither of whom can we conscientiously 
vote. 

On the one side is Mr. McKinley. who, 
by his weak and vacillating conduct, has 
involved this country in a war of con- 
euest In distant islands against a na- 
turally friendly people.

The Republican party stands today for 
all forms of special privilege. It stands 
for a tariff under which the trusts flour- 
ish uncontrolled. It stands for a steam- 
ship subsidy bill which, if passed, would 
outdo any previous raid upon the United 
States treasury. A vote for McKinley 
will be counted as a vote for imperial- 
ism. 

On the other side is Mr, Bryan, the 
man who at the crucial moment used his 
influence to Confirm the Paris treaty and 
thus ratified the {mperlalism which he 
now denounces. Mr. Bryan is a man of 
hallucinations or a demagogue—in either 
event a dangerous man, lacking the 
qualities of statesmanship necessary to 
cope successfully with the difficulties he 
would inherit. A vote for the Democratic 
ticket means a vote for free silver; it 
means a still further debauching of the 
civil service, a packing of the supreme 
court by men to be governed by the will 
of the executive. 

The Republican party has fallen undor 
control of commercial forces and has for 
many years been used to make its con- 
trotlers rich. The Democratic party ap- 
peals to the laborers by the same prom- 
ise—that it will make him rich. Both 
parties are now frankly selfish—run in 
the interests of certain classes and in- 
dividuals. 

Bryanism is itself an outcome of 40 
years of Republican rule; for disor- 
ganized fanaticism is always the ou - 
come of intelligent, protracted organized 
corruption. 

Meanwhile every election multiplies 
the number of voters who become inde- 
pendents by revolt. 

There are offended by injustice and 
dishonesty in their own party and wish 
to rebuke it by voting for the opponent. 
Experience has shown, however, that 
such a rebuke does not effect a reform in 
the party abandoned, but merely ab- 
solves its opponent from.the need of re- 
form.

We cannot therefore give honest sup- 
port to either candidate of the great 
parties. We reject the plan ordinarily 
suggested of making a choice of evils as 
in the long run unwise and ineffectual. 
We belleve that political action based on 
ordinary principles of right and wrong 
is neither useless nor unpractica], 

Therefore ask others to join with us in 
the support of candidates upon 
such platform as follows: 

First—A-return to the political doc- 
trines of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence and the constitution. 

Second—The recognition that net only

A resolution was adopted authorizing 
the chair to appoint a committee to is- 
sue an invitation to supporters of the 
third ticket movement to meet in Indian- 
apolis on July 25, to take such steps as 
may be necessary to place a ticket in the 
field.

London, Juiy 19.—The first Boxer proc- } 


lamation has made its appearance in 
Shanghai. It declares that Kwan, the 
war god, desires the blood of foreign- 
ers, and threatens 10 plagues if the Boxer 
tenets are not followed and spread. 

The governors of the provinces of Hu 
Nan, Hu Piand Ho Nan have now openly 
joined Prince Tuan, and are marching 
overland with their armies to Pekin. 

While evidence accumulates daily that 
China has long been preparing a for- 
midable military organization in antici- 
pation of the present conflict, and that 
the area of rebellion is continually ex- 
tending, harmony among the allies, 
which is necessary to meet such a grave 
situation, ts still deplorably lacking. 

The Russians have refused Admiral 
Seymour's request to hand over the re- | 
stored Taku-Tien Tsin railway to the 
English company, and it is rumored that 
Germany purposes taking a serious inz | 
dependent step, namely, to patrol the 
Yang Tse Kiang with German men-of- 
war. | 

Such a step would be greatly resented | 
by England Still more alarming news | 
has been conveyed to The Daily Ex- 
press from Tokio, to the effect that the 
apparent reluctance of Germany and 
Russia to consent to a Japanese com- 
mander for the army corps has led the 
Japanese government to delay the for- 
Warding of the division already mob-} 
ined. | 
The Standard, in an alarmist editorial, 
says “It is useless any longer to hide 
from ourselves the fact that China has | 
declured war on civilization, and has 
plunged into the conflict with rabid 
frenzy It is equally futile to discuss 
whether the hostilities are being waged 
by the Chinese government, inasmuch 
as it is evident that an administration 
of some kinds exists and is directing the 
anii-foreign movement. Unless un- 
mistakable evidence exculpating the Pe- 
kin government is promptly forthcom- 
ing, the powers should treat Chinaasa 
belligerent state and act accordingly.” 

A similar line of comment is taken 
by the other morning papers. All ap- 
plaud the course of Count Von Buelow, 
the German foreign secretary, in stop- 
ping cipher telegrams from the Chinese 
legation in Berlin, and all urge the other 
powers to follow Germany's example. 

The Russian general staff denies the 
report that the Chinese have captured 
Blagovetchensk, capital of the province 
of Amur, and it is reported from Irkutsk 
that the Russians have taken Aigun.

A special dispatch from Tien Tsin 
distributes the number of those killed at 
the capture of ‘he native city as follows: 

Russians, 100; Japanese, 57; British, 
40,and Americans, 37.

“These proposals,” says the corre- 
spondent, “contemplated the conclusion 
of a secret treaty, having the object of 
destroving all Kuropean and American 
In®uence In both China. and Jupan, the 


| wholesale massacre of foreigners and 


the division of the whole of eastern Asia, 
from Burmah to Siberia, between China 
and Japan. The special commissioner 
took a code, prepared by Li Hung Chang 
and Sheng, for secret communications 
between the Empress Dowager and the 
Mikado. The Japanese emperor utterly 
feclined to entertain the proposals.” 

A special commission is sitting In St. 
Petersburg daily to arrange for the dis- 
patch of troops to the fareast. Itisan- 
nounced from Shanghai that General 
Nieh has been killed, but there is no con- 
firmation of the rumor from Tien Tsin. 

The consuls at Shanghai have agreed 
to regard the viceroy of Nan Kin as the 
chief authority so far as the collection 
of revenue isconcerned. When the vice- 
roy was informed of this attitude he ap- 
pointed Mr. Taylor, statistical secretary 
cf customs, to be inspector of customs 
ad interim in succession to Sir Robert 
Hart. 


V:CTIMS OF INTENSE HEAT. 


Reports of Numerous Prostrations and Deaths 
Come From Many Quarters. 

Lowell, Mass., July 19.—Two deaths 
by heat prostration have been reported 
in this city. The victims were Miss 
Catherine Kelley, aged 18, and Miss 

Boston, July 19.—The hospital reports 
show that between 30 and 40 persons were 
prostrated by the heat In this city Wed- 
nesday, three of whom have since died. 
This is exclusive of those treated at the 
Massachusetts general hospital, con- 
cerning whose patients no information is 
given out. 

Waltham, Mass., July 19.—Ten persons 
were overcome by the intense heat in 
this city Wednesday. None of the pros- 
trations will prove fatal. 

Holyoke, Mass., July 19.—The intense 
heat yesterday caused the death of James 
Brady, aged 60, and John Granfield, 30 
years old. 

South Norwalk, Conn., July 19.—An 
unknown woman, aged 45, but who is 
Supposed to be Margaret Blake, who 
resided in New York city, was found dead 
in the Homestead hotel at Norwalk yes- 
terday. Death was probably caused by 
the excessive heat, 

Newton, Mass., July 19.—One death 
from heat exhaustion was reported in 
this city Wednesday, and there were 
several other serious cases of prostra- 
tion. Elizabeth Kelley, 90 years old, 
was stricken at her home, and died a 
few hours later. Local physicians have 
been kept busy answering emergency 
calls, 

New York, July 19.—The~ death rate 
due directly to the fearful hot weather 
of the past few days increased material 
ly Wednesday, especially among the in- 
tant population. The deaths of over 70 
persons is attributed directly or in- 
directly to the heat, and of this number 
40 were babies or little children. It was 
the third day of the torrid speil, but late 
last night a refreshing breeze from the 
west cooled the atmosphere. 


May Have Had Yellow Fever. 

New York, July 19.—A Syrian woman, 
one of the second-class passengers of 
the steamer Havana, who was detained 
on Hoffman island, died suddenly Wed- 
nesday and the body was removed to 
Swinburne island for autopsy. The 
autopsy shuws suspicious Indications 
that the woman died of yellow fever.

SUFFERING IN INDIA. 


Fearful Famine Conditions De- 
scribed by Dr. Kiopsch. 


SHOCKING SIGHTS IN HOSPITALS. 


| Attendants Give Scarcely Any Heed 


to Low Caste Natives—Government's 
Efforts to Relieve the Distress. 
Suggestions That Missionaries Be 
Employed to Aid the Sick, 


Dr. Louls Klopsch, proprietor of The 
Christian Herald, who has been in In 
dia superintending the distribution of 
the supplies and food purchased for 
the relief of the people in the famine 
districts with the money of The Chris- 
tian Herald relief fund, arrived in New 
York on the Hamburg-American steam- 
ship Pennsylvania. In speaking of 
some of his visits In India he was par- 
ticularly impressed with the efforts of 


| the government to relieve distress and 


how these efforts were often futile. 
Poorhouses, hospitals and relief camps 
under native management were fre- 
quently found in a state of criminal 
neglect, but as soon as cases of this 
kind were reported to the government 
efforts were made at once to relieve the 
conditions. Dr. Klopsch described one 
of these hospitals at Dohad to a repre- 
sentative of the New York Commercial 
Advertiser. He said: 

“At Dohad the state of affairs was 
certainly the worst I have ever experi- 
enced in my life. The scenes in the 
One wo- 
mun had gone stark mad and sat there 
vacantly staging at the scene about 
her. Out of 354 patients admitted in 
two weeks all but 30 died. Sick people 
lay on the cots, and food brought to 
them was actually dumped _ beside 
them. One siek person turning around 
put his body into the food. The air 
was microbe ladey. Clothing was im- 
pregnated with the smells in the place, 
and it was two days before I could get 
the odor out of my nostrils. Outside 
in the sun, lying on the ground, was a 
} nude woman in the last throes of chol- 
era. Next to her was another woman 
groaning and writhing in agony, while 

native attendants looked stoically on 
without making the least effort to as- 
sist these people. I had the women 
carried in and placed under shelter. 

“The explanation of the apparent 
ee ss of the attendant was that 
the pd or things were low caste women, 
the inference being that they were not 
worth caring for. They were treated 
as if the officials had a grudge against 
them because they did not die fast 
enough. The manner in which these 
poor people were regarded by the na- 
tive attendants was indicated by one 
instance. Regarding a man who was 
fn the death throes, I asked how long it 
would be before he died. ‘Oh,’ said the 
‘he should be dead in ten 
minutes, but he may live half a day.’ 

“To make matters worse there was a 
plague of flies. There were millions of 
them, and they gorged themselves on 
the festerfg sores on people’s bodies. 
Nobody mude any attempt to drive 
these pests away. 

“I visited a relief camp at Vansar, 
near Khaira, where there were 7,000 
people engaged. Everything there was 
well ordered, the only drawback being 
that there was no shelter for day or 
night. The country around was de- 
populated, and the trees were lopped of 
their branches for fuel. The relief 
camp at Viramgaum I also found to be 
in good condition. I visited this place 
on a Sunday, and the people gathering 
around the carriage I took the opportu- 
nity of addressing them through the 
medium of an interpreter. I told them 
that they ought to be thankful for 
what the government was doing for 
them. I mentioned that American 
sympathy for them had been aroused 
and if they would only hold off a little 
longer relief on a gigantic scale would 
surely come across the waters to them, 
and this, with what the government 
was doing, would soon relieve their dis- 
tress and give them a fresh start in 
life. I also visited the hospital at Vi- 
ramgaum, inspecting the smallpox and 
cholera wards, and found everything 
in excellent order. A few weeks before 
the hospital had been In a deplorable 
eondition, but a Christian missionary 
had been permitted to try his hand at 
it, with the result that there was a 
great improvement. 

“While not presuming to recommend 
anything to the Indian government, it 
seems to me that it would be a wise 
thing if the greatest possible use be 
made of the missionaries, who are will- 
ing to work for nothing and can give 
intelligent and efficient co-operation. 
The missionaries should be made hon- 
orary superintendents in the institu- 
tions, so that they can get some official 
footing and their requests and sugges- 
tions receive attention.”

Pittsfield, Mass., July 19.—In the su- 
perior court Wednesday, Louis Farrar of 
North Adams was sentenced to not more 
than seven, nor Jess than five years in 
state prison for shooting his wife with 
intent tokill.

A correspondent at Lourenco Mar- 
ques gives a graphic description of the 
district north of Lydenburg, in the 
Transvaal, where it !s reported great 
preparations are being made to carry 
on the resistance to the British, says 
the New York Sun. The center of the 
district is at Ohrigstad, about 30 miles 
north of Lydenburg. The Obrigstad 
laager is so called because it is the 
oldest and strongest position taken up 
by the Boers of the first trek going 
north from Cape Colony and Natal 

From 60 to 100 years back the Trans- 
vaal was inhebited in districts by Ba- 
sutos, who were raided by the Zulus 
and other tribes. The Boer immi- 
grants took advantage of this condi- 
tion of things and established them- 
selves in the country against all com- 
ers. When hard pressed by large 
impis of natives, the Boers retreated to 
Obrigstad valley, where the positions 
are impregnable if well defended, be- 
ing a series of volcanic fortifications, 
interminable kopjes extending for 
miles. Inside these natural defenses is 
a beautiful and fertile valley about 75 
miles square, protected on the east by 
the Drakenberg and on the north and 
east by the broad and deep Oliphant’s 
river with Forts Oliphant and Weber. 
From the south the valley narrows to 
Lydenburg, the only gate, the transport 
station for which is at Nelsprint, on the 
railway from Pretoria to Delagoa Bay. 

Six or eight thousand Boers or even 
fewer, with artillery, could defy the 
whole British army now in South Af- 
rica for an indefinite period. No army, 
no matter how many thousands in 
number, could climb these giant ridges 
or pass the multitudinous deathtraps of 
bowlder built kopjes intersected with 
dongas. The force inside the natural 
citade! would be safe so long as am- 
munition and food lasted. Three beau- 
tiful rivers—the Blyde, Obrigstad and 
Steelport—run into the Oliphant’s river 
and are fed by hundreds of springs 
and rivulets. The nature and aspect 
of the valley are those of one continu- 
ous garden capable of irrigation from 
streams in all directions. The soll is 
alluvial, producing with the present 
primitive methods of cultivation grain, 
forage, tobacco and almost anything 
required, and the hillsides afford ex- 
cellent pasturage for horses, cattle and 
sheep summer and winter. 

The valley is even now fairly popu- 
lated by Boers and well to do natives, 
all of whom have fruit gardens. The 
natural advantages for a defending 
force cannot be overestimated. The 
length of the resistance would depend 
on the supplies of food and ammuni 
tion, and to stop those it would be nec- 
essary for the British government to 
obtain Koomatipoort, 
which would require some fighting. 
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CORAL FROM PHILIPPINES. 


Rare Specimens From Mindanao Re- 
ceived In the United States. 

An importer of coral has recently re- 
turned from Washington, where he 
went to Inspect a collection of corals 
presented to the Roman Catholie col- 
lege at Georgetown by a Jesuit priest 
from Mindanao, Philippine Islands. 

“I have never seen a rarer or more 
beautiful lot of coral,” said the import- 
er toa New York Post man, “and there 
are untold possibilities ahead for jJew- 
elers with the varieties which will 
come from our new possessions. The 
Jesuit bringing the collection to this 
country says that the waters around 
Mindanao are a treasure house, the 
richest in the entire Philippines and 
doubtless in the world. 

“Perbaps the most beautiful speci- 
men is known as the imperialis. It fs 
as white as snow and resembles an ag- 
gregation of tiny feathers, and it is so 
hard to believe that it is not as soft in 
texture that you are impelled actually 
to feel it.

Then 
there is a great cluster of white and 
pale salmon pink, which, like the pure 
white, has a downy appearance and be- 
sides Is crested with star shaped flow- 
ers which glisten like gems. There fs 
also a miniature bunch of corncobs 
perfect as to color and husk formation. 
There are dark brown and white speci- 
mens which are the largest ever seen 
in this country. 

“With the corals are some of the 
finest fire opals ever brought into the 
United States, reflecting’ every hue of 
the rainbow,-and also peculiar and 
strangely formed shells, but all my in- 
terest was in the corals, which are the 
finest ever seen here.” 


Britain and Bolivia Friends Again. 

A remarkable instance of interna- 
tional boycotting is brought to an end 
by the settlement in the capital of Bo- 
livia of Sir W. Beauczernet as British 
minister to the republic, says the Sus- 
tex Daily News. Since 1865 Great 
Britain has not been directly repre- 
sented in Bolivia, and the reason is pe- 
culiar. In that year a political mob 
from Sucre seized the British repre- 
sentative and compelled him to take an 
undignified ride through the streets 
mounted upon an ass. He was sub- 
jected also to other indignities. As a 
consequence official England blotted 
Bolivia from the map, and it remained 
blotted for 35 years.

London, July 20.—The Chinese asser- 
tions that the members of the foreign 
legations are still safe have been so 
often repeated that they are again be- 
ginning to raise hopes in some quarters. 
According to The Daily Telegraph's St. 
Petersburg correspondent, however, the 
Russian government is already in pos- 
that all the 
foreigners in Pekin were massacred on 
July 6. The Shanghai correspondent of 
The Daily Express says: 

A Chinese merchant, who has just ar- 
rived from Pekin, gives horrible details 
of the massacre. He says he saw Eu- 
ropean women hauled into the street by 
shouting Boxers, who stripped them and 
hacked them to pieces. Their severed 
limbs were tossed to the crowd and car- 
ried off with howls of triumph. Some 
were already dead, having been shot by 
foreign civillans. He says he saw Chi- 
soldiers carrying the bodies of 
white children aloft on their spears, 
while their companions shot at the bod- 
He gives other details too horrible 
to be particularizec here. It seems 
that the Boxer leaders had organized a 
plan, including the offering of rewards 
and rich loot for the annihilation of Eu- 
ropeans throughout China, and that

Very little further news is available 
this morning. The Yokohama corre- 
spondent of The Daily Mall, who re- 
peats the statements regarding the jeal- 
ousy felt among the allies on the sub- 
ject of a Japanese commander-in-chief 
and the general lack of unity among 
them, adds: “The Japanese corre- 
spondents charge the Russian soldiers 
with appalling barbarities toward the 
Chinese. They declare that the Pei Ho 
is full of corpses of women and children, 
and that the Russians loaded 300 bodies 
on a junk and burned them. 

Shanghai reports that three mission 
stations on Po Yang lake have been de- 
stroyed, but it is believed that the mis- 
sionaries escaped. All the missionaries 
at A She Ho, Kerin and Kuan Cheng 
Tsu, in Chinese Manchuria, have arrived 
in safety at Viadivostock. 

The Shanghai correspondent of The 
Times expresses doubt that the southern 
viceroys will be able to withstand the 
pressure of the provincial officials to 
join the anti-foreign movement. He 
thinks that already there are signs of 
wavering on the part of the viceroy of 
Nankin, Liu Kun Yih, and says: “It is 
admitted at Nankin that Li's authority 
is now insufficient to guarantee the 
maintenance of iaw and order north of 
the river. Hence the consuls at the 
Yang Tse ports are arranging for the 
departure of the women and children. 
It is inevitable that the Mandarins, asa 
body, should sympathize with Prince 
Tuan's movement.”

Since General Gribski, chief of 
staff at Port Arthur, has taken over tl > 
supreme command in Manchuria, rei 
forcements have been rapidly pushed up 
and the general situation has been great- 
ly improved. 

The Russian minister of the interior 
has issued a notice that the Siberian 
tailway is closed to private traffic. 
There is little doubt that the Russian 
authorities were not prepared for such 
an organized Chinese movement in Man- 
churia, but they have taken brisk meas- 
ures, and they believe that China will 
soon be too much pre-occupied with mil- 
itary Operations around Pekin to con- 
duct serious operations in the north. 

Berlin telegrams dwell upon the im- 
mense German interests in southeastern 
Siberia. They say that the many Ger 
man merchants, the numerous German 
employes and the immense stores of mer- 
chandise belonging to Germans in that 
territory will compel Germany to co- 
operate with Russia .in resisting the 
Chinese. 

General Sir Arthur Powers Palmer, 
commander-in-chief {n India, said, in 
the course of an interview in Simla yes- 
terday, that no more UEritish troops 
could be sent from India for China, un- 
less they could be replaced from South 
Africa.

Our Street Railway is Now a 


Part of Brockton System. 


As stated in Thursday’s Ledger, 
the papers transferring or consolidating 
the Quincy & Boston street railway 
with the Brockton street railway were 
passed that day and the Quincy & Bos- 
ton is a thing of the past. This is but 
a move in the direction of consolidat- 
ing all of the roads in this section. 

The benefits to be derived from con- 
solidations will be many, and while 
they will not all come at once, it will 
not be long before the travelling public 
will be made aware of them. Chief 
among these will be cheaper fares and 
free transfers, and for the latter benefit 
much credit should be given President 
Graham. Mr. Graham is a progressive 
man and has done much for Quincy in 
the way of its street car service and 
many will regret that he has retired 
from the management of the Quincy & 
Boston road, This does not mean that 
he has gone out of the railroad busi- 
ness, for he still retains the gen- 
eral managership of the South Shore & 
Boston, and West Roxbury and Roslin- 
dale street railways, and the Hyde 
Park Electric Light & Power Co. 

It was not without regrets that Mr. 
Graham retired from the Quincy «& 
Boston, and it was only that he desired 
to rid himself of the operating work 
that he decided to retire. 

As Quincy's electric street cars are 
now a part of the Brockton street rail- 
way they come under Mr. Horace B. 
Rogers who has been appointed General 
Superintendent of the Brockton 
division. Mr, Rogers is an old railroad 
man, who thoroughly understands his 
business, and Quincy people need have 
no fear but what they will receive the 
same courteous treatment at his hands 
as has always characterized the retiring 
management, 

Mr. Benjamin J. Weeks who has 
long been superintendent of the Quincy 
retain his position 
under Mr, Rogers, although as the latter 
is general superintendent Mr. Weeks 
will be known as assistant. No other 
changes in the eperating of the road 
are announced. 

Just what changes will be necessary 
in the bookkeeping department is not 
known, but as the treasurer's office is 
in Brockton it is probable that all bills 
will be paid from that office in the 
future.

-| HIGHER EDUCATION. 


Most of the Grammar Gradu- 
ates Will Continue in School. 


Of the three hundred and nine grad- 
uates of our grammer schools June 28, 
two hundred and eighty-five were given 
certificates which permit them to en- 
ter the High School without examina- 
tion. Of these two handred and eigh- 
ty-five, two hundred and sixty have an- 
nounced their intention of entering in 
September some higher school. This 
means that ninety-one per cent. of 
those receiving certificates will secure 
additional education. 

Of the two hundred and sixty, two 
hundred and eighteen have selected 
their studies and registered their names 
in the Quincy High School. Forty-two 
will enter Adams Academy, Woodward 
Institute, Thayer Academy or schools in 
Boston. Quincy has great 
be proud of this phenomenal record. 

Five hundred and thirty-seven have 
chosen their subjects and reported to 
Principal Harper that they intend to 
enter the High School in September. 
This number is distributed as follows: 

Grade 1X, 237; X. 176; Xi, 72; Xi, 
53; Graduates, 9; Total, 537. 

As the seating capacity of the High 
School and the ‘‘Annex’’ is only four 
hundred and eighty-five, extra ac-

ing Almost Daily by Water. 


Business continues to be rushing at 
the plant of the Eastern Dock and Con- 
struction Company at Quincy Neck,and 
the many visitors find much of interest 
to watch in the constraction of the 
plant. A large gang of men are em- 
ployed, but as the work is of a perma- 
nent and solid nature, progress seems 
to be slow. It is, however, going for- 
ward rapidly. Much yet remains to 
be done before the plant can be said to 
be completed, more than can be done in 
one year or even two, although it is 
probable that active work on the Des 
Moines will he commenced at an early 
date, as much of the steel plate and 
other material to be used in her con- 
struction is already on the ground. 

Large schooners loaded with lumber 
and machinery are constantly arriving 
at the temporary wharf, and the rail- 
road is kept busy hauling the cargoes 
to the different parts of the plant. A 
track has been laid to, the run where 
the keel of the Des Moines is to be 
laid, and the material being taken 
therefrom is being used as a filling near 
the power house building. ‘Tons upon 
tons of granite have already been used 
in filliug at this particular point, and 
many tons more will be required to 
complete it. This grapite is trans- 
ported in sloops,and is easily dumped. 

The two boilers that are to run the 
electric generators are in position and 
others will be added as réquired. 

The roof timbers of the long steel 
building are all in place, and the roof 
and sides have been practicalfy boarded 
in. 

Over by the blacksmith'i shop the 
large trip hammers and boilers are 
being set in position. Owing to the 
powerful hammers that are to be used 
the foundation must be very solid, 
especially the 18-ton hammer. The 
foundation of this is twenty-five feet 
deep and besides tons of rock a number 
of timbers a foot square are used. 
These timbers are set -on ends and 
surrounded by rocks and cement. The 
object of this is to give a spring or 
cushion to the anvil. 

With the arrival of the large number 
of workmen that must come when the 
plant is put in operation dwelling 
houses will be in demand and there is 
already a demand. It looks as though 
another year would see much of the 
vacant land in this section of the city 
built upon. 


The New Battleships. 


The Navy Department has issued 
circulars this week defining the 
characteristics of five battleships 
authorized by the last two Naval 
Appropriation bills, one of which may 
be built in Quincey. Bids are asked for 
three sheathed and coppered battle- 
ships and two without sheathing and 
coppering. ‘The five ships will be 
idgntical, with the exception of the 
batteries. 

Three will be built with superposed 
turrets, carrying 12-inch guns in the 
lower and &8-inch guns in the upper 
turrets. The remaining two ships will 
have the 12-inch guns in two ordinary 
turrets and the 8-inch guns in four 
turrets, arranged quadrilaterally. 

The general plans will be ready for 
examination in September. Bids will 
be opened Nov, 15, and bidders are 
especially invited to submit their own 
plans under Class 2, including their 
own arrangement of ordinance. ‘The 
department reserves the right to 
change, within six months after con- 
tract, the arrangement of battery, 
turrets, and armor. 

The vessels are to be of 14,600 tons 
for the unsheathed and 15,000 tons for 
the [sheathed vessels, the speed being 
nineteen knots and the coal capacity 
1,900 tons. The time allowed for the 
completion of the ships is thirty-six 
months, under heavy penalties ranging 
from $300 to $600 per day for delay. 
The ships will have a belt of water 
line armor 8 feet wide and from 8 to 
11 inches thick, running clear from 
bow to stern. The turrets will have a 
maximum thickness of 11 inches. 

The ships will have the usual protec- 
tive deck and cellulose belt, and no 
woodwork is to be admitted, except 
where indispensable. The engine borse 
power is placed at 19,000, with triple- 
expansion, four-cylindered, twin-screw 
engines, supplied by twenty-four water- 
tube boilers. Electricity will furnish 
the motive power for the turrets and 
auxiliaries.

BEE BUZZES. 


One advantage in favor of the black 
bees is that in capping their honey they 
use heavy capping. 

The cause of clustering Is usually an 
overfull hive. While bees are clustered 
work is in a measure suspended. 

Colonies having defective queens are 
always the foundatich of trouble and 
never fail to come to naught if neglected. 

Heavy foundation, running four square 
feet to the pound, will produce when 
drawn out nearly a comb with full sized 
cells. 

The supply of anaes depends entirely 
upon the amount of drone comb furnish- 
ed, and care must be taken not to over- 
do it. 

Hives with thick walls made of some 
porous material that is a good noncon- 
ductor of heat as well as an absorbent of 
moisture have decided advantages over 
hives made of a single thickness of 
boards. 

Bees build two distinct, regular sizes 
of celis—drone and worker cells. The 
worker comb measures nearly five cells 
to an inch, while the drone comb meas- 
ures about four cells to an inch. But 
the bees are less particular about the 
size of drone cells than they are about 
that of the worker cells.

NEW SURGICAL EXPEDIENT. 


Chicago Man Says He Can Neutralize 
Effect of Shock Under Knife, 

Professor Fenton B. Turck of Chi- 
cago started recently for the medical 
congress at the Paris exposition, where 
he will explain a discovery which he 
Says he has made. After several series 
ef experiments he believes he has 
found a way to obviate the dangerous 
shocks sustained by patients on the 
operating table, says the New York 
Times. He says: 

“By my experiments on animals I 
have found that the insertion of hot 
water bags in the stomach and in- 
testines during the operations stimu- 
lates the patient to such a degree that 
the effect of the shock is neutralized. 
I have already been able to save sev- 
eral lives as a result.”

SAYS CONGER DID NOTSEE DANGER 


Rev. Robert Coltman, Who Was Un- 
der Fire at Tien-tsin and Taku,’ 
Tells of the Capture of the Forts. 


Drills, Uniform and Exercises of 
the Boxers. | 
Eyewitnesses of the first raid by 


Boxers on Tien-tsin and the bombard- 
Taku forts by the foreign 
gunboats’ arrived at San Francisco on 
the steamer Coptic the other day from | 
Shanghai. The most vivid story of | 
the Chinese uprising is told by the 
tev. Robert Coltman, pastor of the 
Presbyterian church at La Junta, 
Colo., says the New York Sun. With 
his wife he escaped from Tien-tsin on 
June 16 by military train to Taku, go- 
ing thence on the Chinese steamer Fie} 
Chan to Shanghai. While in Peking 
early in May the Rev. Mr. Coltman 
dined with Minister Conger and talked 
over the situation with him. 

“We went to China to visit my 
daughter, wife of Professor Clifford of 
the Imperial university at Tien-tsin,” 
said Mr. Coltman. “Then we went to 
rcking to visit my son, Robert Colt- 
man, Ji., Dhysician resident there. He 
is a professer of medicine in the Im- 
perial university. We were in Peking 
-arly in May, leaviag there on the Sth 
to go to Pei-Tai-Ho, a seaside resort, 
which we never reached. \ hile in Pe- 
king Minister Conger dined with my 
son, and we had a talk over the sicua- 
tion as it then presented itself. The 
Boxers at that time were drilling right 
in the streets of Peking, and I was very 
apprehensive. Minister Conger con- 
sidered the danger not particularly 
threatening and seemed to place great 
credit in the assurance of.the tsung-li- 
yamen. I told him I did not agree with 
him, and he assured me that there was 
no danger. 

“Over a month was spent by us at} 
Tien-tsin. The Boxers were more 
threatening, and native Christians from 
all parts of the country began to flock 
to the mission compounds at Tien-tsin. 
They were in mortal terror of the Box- 
ers, and with all their worldly posses- 


| sions tied in small bundles went from

| that a military train was to leave for 


Taku in 45 minutes. Permission was 
obtained to board this train, and we 
hastily packed our belongings and 
reached the train. The Chinese en- 


gineers, firemen, brakemen and station 
men deserted in terror, leaving the 


| trains standing. 


“Our train consisted of an engine 
and two or three coaches. Preceding 
it was a train composed of an engine, 
a flat car upon which was a rapid fire 
gun, followed by another flat car bear- 
ing an engine and a dynamo operating 
a searchlight and still another flat 
car with another rapid fire gun. This 
military train was in command of Brit- 
ish officers, and the men handled the 
engine and brakes. Our train was 
handled by a German officer in unl- 
form, with his hand on the throttle, 
and American marines did the firing. 
We left Tien-tsin at 2 p. m. and arrived 
atTaku in the evening. In our imme- 
diate company were my wife and our 
daughter, Mrs. Clifford, her husband 
and their 4-weeks-old baby. My grand- 
son, Robert Coltman, Jr., was to join 
us from Peking to accompany us back 
to the States, but the Boxer troubles 
closed down so suddenly that he could 
not reach Tien-tsin. 

“Arriving at Taku, we hired a sam- 
pan to convey us out to the Chinese 
steamer Fie Chin, which lay at anchor 
ready to sai] for Shanghai. We reach- 
ed the steamer in safety. We could 
see the lights of the foreign gunboats 
lying in another bend of the river, 
which forms a letter € at that point. 
We could not sail that night for some 
reason or other and lay in company 
with other merchant vessels at anchor. 
At 12:15 o'clock on the morning of 
June 17 the bombardment of the for- 
eign gunboats by the forts began. The 
gunboats returned the fire immediate- 


ly. We were lying up the river, with 
gunboats between us and the forts. 
Whenever the Chinese in the forts 


fired too high their shells went scream- 


ing over us or struck the water about 


us. We were directly in the line of 
fire. There was a panie on board, tn- 
tensified by the fear that the native 
crew of the Fie Chin might prove 
treacherous.

“PROMISES” OF DEWEY 


—_—___ 


As Alleged to Have Been Made to a 
Representative of the Filipinos, 


Would Give Them Inde- 
pendence and Freedom. 


Letter Purpo:ting to Have Been Written by a 
General Who Recently Surrendered. 


Omaha, July 23.—A special to The 
World-Herald from Sioux Falls, S. D., 
Says: A letter has been received by 
Senator R. F. Pettigrew from one of the 
leading commanders of the Filipino 
army in regard to the claims of the Fili- 
pino people as to the understanding that 
was arrived at between them and the 
Americans before the opening of hos- 
tilities in the Philippines. 

The letter is dated April 12 and is ad- 
cressed to R. P. Pettigrew and G. F, 
Hoar, senators, Washington, and saysin 
part: 

“TI have read in some American papers 
that Admiral Dewey, compelled by you 
and other senators, lovers of truth and 
justice, to answer whether he had made 
to us formal] promises of independence, 
stated that he had ‘never promised inde- 
pendence to the Filipinos.’ I, who, in 
the name of the Filipino people and of 
General Aguinaldo, and as a representa- 
tive of them, have had the honor to con- 
fer several times with the admiral, make 
to you the following Statements thal you 
may use them as you should think that 
convenient. 

“In April, 1898, when the rupture of 
hostilities between America and Spain 
became imminent, and in the absence of 
my chief, General Aguinaldo, who was 
then at Singapore, I solicited through the 
American consul at Hong Kong, Mr. 
Wildman, to have some interviews with 
Admiral Dewey, with the object of con- 
tinuing the interrupted negotiations be- 
tween General Aguinaldo and Admiral 
Dewey, through Mr. Wood, the come 
mander of the American gunboat Petrel. 
My petition was favorably received and 
I went with Andros Garchitorena, an- 
other Filipino, on board the Olympia in 
the bay of Hong Kong. 

“Once on board, the following inter- 
view in French took place through the 
flag lieutenant, Mr. Brumby, acting as 
interpreter: 

“Filipino—Admiral, having 
our knowledge that a war between your 
country and Spain is imminent, we, who 
have fought the latter for our indepen- 
dence, are willing, in obedience to the 
desires manifested by you to General 
Aguinaldo, through Mr. Wood, to take 
part in the war as allies of America, so 
long as it be carried on with the object of 
freeing from the yoke of Spain her 
colonies, giving them their independence, 

“Admiral Dewey—The American peo- 
ple, champions of liberty, will undertake 
this war with the humanitarian object 
of freeing from the Spanish yoke the 
peoples under it, and will give you inde- 
pendence and freedom, as we have pro- 
claimed to the world at large. 

“Filipino—We are very grateful for 
this generous manifestation of the great 
American people, and being made 
through an admiral of their navy we 
Value not more than a written contract 
and thereupon place ourselves at your 
entire disposal. 

“Admiral Dewey—I place at your dis- 
posal the ships of my fleet for the con- 
veyance of both the Filipino leaders and 
the arms you may get. Moreover, I 
think my government is willing to sup- 
ply you with arms and ammunition. 

“Filipino—We are very thankful to 
you for this new generosity of the Ameri- 
can people, and you may be sure that we 
are ready to fight at your side for the 
independence of the Philippines, even 
without arms, as we have done during 
the recent revolution. 

“Admiral Dewey—America Is rich in 
every respect; she has territories sparse- 
ly inhabited. Besides, our constitution 
prevents ‘territory expansion’ outside of 
America, therefore the Filipinos may be 
sure of their independence and not a bit 
of their land shall be taken from them. 

“After these conclusive and formal 
statements the conversation turned to 
other details concerning the state of the 
country.” 

The letter is signed “J. Alejandrino.”

| Admitted by the European Govern- 


ments to Have Been an Error. 


Contrary to Advice of United 
States Naval Commander. 


President McKinley Appealed to by Chinese 
Government to Use His Good Offices. 


Washington, July 23.—Minister Wu 
has transmitted to the state department 
what purports to be a direct appeal 
from the Chinese imperial government 
to Prasident. McKinjey to use his good 


| offices to extricate China from the dan- 


gerous and difficult position in which 
it has been placed as a result of the 
Goxer uprising and the ensuing hos- 
tile attitude of the great powers. A final 
answer has not yet bean returned. 

The United States government is con- 
scientiously proceeding upon a certain 
line of policy in the treatment of the 
case. Unfortunately, the state depart- 
ment finds itself alonein this, but never- 
theless it is convinced that its plan is the 
best, and it has behind it the consoling 
assurance that at present all of the 
European governments have tacitly ad- 
mitted that an error was made in the 
beginning in not following the common 
sense of the United States naval com- 
mander at Taku. The point of differ- 
ence between the state department and 
the European governments is that the 
latter are proceeding upon the belief 
that all of the foreign ministers and 
missionaries and guards at Pekin have 
been killed and insist upon dealing with 
the Chinese government upon that basis 
thereby assuming a hostile attitude that 
tends to destroy the last chance of avail- 
ing of whatever friendly sentiment may 
yet exist among the powerful Chinese 
Viceroys and the imperial government 
itself. 

Further proof of an official character 
of the mistake made by foreign com- 
manders in the attack upon the Taku 
forts is contained in a communication 
just received by the state department 
from United States Consul Fowler at 
Che Foo. He has transmitted an im- 
perial edict which was supplied to him 
by telegraph by the Chinese governor of 
Shan Tung, Yuan Shih Kai, at Tsi Nan, 
the capital of the provinces. It was is- 
sued on July 17, and relates to the pres- 
ent hostilities between China and the 
foreign powers. The dispatch contain- 
ing the edict came to the state depart- 
ment in such confuéed phraseology that 
it is impossible to do more than ap- 
proximately state its sense. 

The edict appears to state in the be- 
ginning that owing to the trouble exist- 
ing between the Christians and the 
populace and to the subsequent seizure 
of the Taku forts, which aroused the 
military to arms, the imperial court was 
laying great weight upon its interna- 
tional relations. 

The Manchu generals, therefore, vice- 
roys and governors, are ordered to as- 
certain whether the merchants and mis- 
sionaries of the various nations residing 
in the open ports are being protected, 
and the assertion is made that prefects 
and magistrates have been sent repeated 
imperial edicts to protect the legations., 
Orders also have been sent to the pro- 
vincial authorities to protect mission- 
aries. While hostilities have not yet 
ceased the Chinese officials are directed 
to give protection to the merchants and 
Others of the various nations in accord- 
ance with treaties and must not fail to 
obey. 

The edict refers to the Killing last 
month of the Japanese chancellor, 
Sugiyama, which it characterizes as 
startling. It gays that a short time 
thereafter the German minister was 
murdered, while residing in the capital, 
conducting international affairs. The 
edict expresses the deepest sympathy on 
account of his death, and asserts that 
strong instructions would be issued to 
seize the murderer, who must be caught 
and severely punished after the termina- 
tion of the present hostilities, together 
with those who have murdered foreign- 
ers and missionaries or taken their 
property without cause. 

The language of the edict, as given by 
Mr. Fowler on this subject, is very much 
involved, but It appears to exempt from 
punishment those who have killed 
fcreigners “connected with war.’’ The 
governor of Pekin and the viceroy of 
Chi Li are charged to issue instructions 
to investigate and then to deal intelli- 
gently with each case of wrongdoing. 

The edict states that recently evil- 
doers created riots, deliberately rebelled 
and murdered good subjects; certainly, 
it says, a deplorable state of affairs. All 
viceroys, governors and high military 
authorities are ordered to obtain ac- 
curate details, presumably of the out- 
Tages committed by the Chinese, and to 
make such seizures and to take such 
action as the cases warrant in order to 
stop the disturbances, 

Beside the reference to the seizure of 
the Taku forts as one of the causes of 
the uprising, the significant feature of 
the edict is the underlying expression of 
the desire of the imperial government 
of China, not only to protect the foreign- 
ers, but to make reparation for the in- 
justices sustained. That would seem to 
be the meaning of the instructions to the 
Chinese viceroys and magistrates to take 
steps to ascertain the extent of these in- 
juries. Otherwise the edict is mainly 
argumentative and appears to be an ef- 
fort to extenuate the course of the im- 
perlal government. As such it may be 
properly laid aside for the present, to be 
taken up for consideration in the final 
reckoning, and such will be the course 
of the state department.

TRIED TO SAVE HORSE’S LIFE. 


Father ay! Sn Contracte! Glanders, ard 
One Is Dead and th Othar Dying. 

Fitchburg, Mass., July 23.—After suf- 
fering intensely for eight days, Lyman 
C. Albee, one of Fitchburg’s best known 
citizen died Sunday of one of the 
rarest of diseases in men—glanders. He 
contracted the aisease in a vain en- 
deavor to save the life of a favorite 
horse, His son, Lyman C., who as- 
sisted him, is dying of the same disease, 
the doctors having abandoned hope of 
saving him. 

Mr. Albee went into camp with the 
Second brigade at South Framingham. 
While there the horse becameill, and the 
veterinarian treated him for cold in the 
head. ‘The supposed cold refused to 
yield to treatment and the animal was 
sent to Fitchburg, being unfit for use. 

Here a local veterinary was called in. 
He recognized the disease as glanders, 
end recommended that he be shot, pro- 
nouncing cure impossible. Mr. Albee. 
however, thought a great deal of the 
animal, and with his son decided to try 
and cure it himself. 

The disease was then in an advanced 
state, and the two attempted to cure 
the beast by local applications and by 
applying poultices to the swollen glands, 


from which there were profuse dis- 
charges. The horse did not improve, 
however. 


Eight days ago Mr. Albee and his son 
were taken ill. A physician at once de- 
clared that they had contracted the dis- 
ease which they were trying to cure in 
the horse. 

From the first, both men suffered in- 
tensely. To all intents and purposes 
they were suffering from bleod poison. 
The glands of the body were swollen and 
some were broken, while from them 
poison most virulent went coursing 
through their systems. Both suffered 
intense pain and were kept almost con- 
stantly under opiates. 

In his sane moments Mr. Albee begged 
for some one to end his sufferings. 

Glanders is a disease usuaily found in 
horses. It is highly contagious, In 
the case of Albee it is thought that some 
of the discharge from the horse's mouth 
or nostrils got in slight cuts or scratches 
on the men's hands, which were unpro- 
tected by rubber gloves. Those in 
charge have had to exercise the most 
extreme care to avoid being infected. 


A Reminder of 46.

RECENT INVENTIONS.

fired, it was known that all the legations 
and the foreigners were finished, al- 
though pretended telegrams contradict

The St. Petersburg correspondent of

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Him In A'leged Letters From Alejandrino. 

Washington, July 24.—The letter re- 
teived by Senator Pettigrew from one 
of Aguinaldo’s generals, Alejandrino, 
tontaining an alleged account of an in- 
terview between himself and Admiral 
Pewey on board the Olympia in the bay 
of Hong Kong in April, 1898, in which it 
$s; stated Admiral Dewey promised in- 
tependence to the Filipinos, was shown 
to the admiral Monday by an Associated 
Press reporter. 

The admiral characterized it aS a 
“tissue of falsehoods.” He declared it 
absurd on its face. “I not only had no 
power to promise independence to the 
Filipinos,” said he, “but the whole tenor 
of the words put in my mouth stamps 
them as false. I am made to say things 
which I never thought of and which I 
could never have uttered. You will 
notice that I am addressed in the al- 
leged interview as ‘admiral,’ when, at 
the time, I was a commodore.” 

The admiral said he had never heard 
ef Alejandrino. Several Filipinos, after 
tnuch importuning, did come aboard the 


Olympia at Hong Kong. They were 
anxious to be taken to Manila. “I con- 
sidered their representations of little 


importance,” said the admiral, “‘and I 
Gid not take them to Manila. Later I 
gave permission to Aguinaldoand about 
a dozen others to come to Manila. All 
that they were anxious about at that 
time was an end of the tyranny of Spain, 
which they had been fighting. 
After the destruction of Montejo’s fleet 
the city virtually surrendered, and Iam 
Sultisfied that if we had had 5000 troops 
there at that time we could have gone 
ashore and been received by ‘the Fili- 
deliverers. They had abso- 
lutely no thought then of independence.

They should be 
folded in horizontal lines rather than 
longitudinal lines, as the tendency in 
wearing is always toward lengthwise 
creases. First stretch the garment out 
the full width, then double it down- 
ward from the belt to half the length 
of the skirt, then double it over once in 
a lengthwise fold. the only one that 
should be made.

WILL BE PROPELLED BY STEAM. 


Lights of the New Craft Which Is to 
Defy the Gales and Seas Off Hat- 
teras Will Be the Most Powerful 
Displayed From Any Lightship 
Afloat—Her Fine Equipments, 


Extending out into the Atlantic 
ocean for 13 miles and paralleling the 
Cape Hatteras coast for a consider- 
able distance are the much dreaded 
Diamond shoals, upon which the gov- 
ernment once contemplated placing a 
$1,000,000 lighthouse and on which 
several ineffectual attempts were 
made at such construction. There for 
three years a light vessel has success- 
fully ridden out many of the severest 
gales sweeping that part of the ocean, 
breaking away occasionally, but always 
managing to make safe harbor except 
in one instance, when she beached and 
was hauled off much damaged. It had 
been proved that a light vessel could 
stand the shifting sands and the heavy 
blows, but the experience of the first 
vessel put there showed that another 
kind was more suited to the dangerous 
task of marking the treacherous shal- 
low spot. Now a new lightship ts to 
be located there designed to hold no 
matter how the winds blow and the 
seas run, and, if there is enough bot- 
tom, always to swing tightly to her 
anchor, says the Washington corre- 
spondent of the Baltimore Sun. This 
vessel will soon be completed and Is 
to be stationed off Hatteras in August. 
She will be a steam propeller and elec- 
tric lighted, and when finished will be 
one of the first, if not the only one, of 
her kind ever launched. 

The government contract calls for 
a craft 112 feet in length and a depth 
of over 15 feet, with three decks, the 
main and spar decks running the full 
length of the ship, while the lower 
deck is broken by the forward coal 
bunker and the after bulkhead of the 
engine room. The hull will be divid- 
ed by water tight steel bulkheads into 
five compartments and the quarters 
and storerooms are so arranged as to 
meet all requirements of safety and 
comfort. 

The accommodations of this vessel 
are to be forward of the main deck. 
There will be two hollow steel masts, 
through which will be run the wiring 
of the masthead flashlights to throw 
rays many miles to sea. These lights, 
three in number, on each mast, are to 
be adapted to both electricity and oil, 
the latter being used in event the dyna- 
mos fail to operate. The cluster mast 
headlights will be 50 feet above the 
water line. These lights will be the 
most powerful displayed from any 
lightship afloat and should be seen at 
least 18 miles distant. The cluster will 
consist of six 100 candle power 100 volt 
lamps, and they will be controlled by 
an automatic flashing device driven by 
a belt from the dynamo shaft. Steam 
is to be supplied the vessel, which is 
to have sutticient power to take care of 
herself and make harbor if by chance 
her cables part. 

When No. as she is now officially 
known, is on her station off Hatteras, 
her mooring tackle will comprise a 
heavy mushroom anchor shackled to a 
chain which leads through the main 
hawser hole in the stem of the ship to 
a steam windlass. In addition to this 
mooring tackle the vessel will have a 
2,000 pound harbor anchor, a kedge 
weighing 350 pounds and 120 fathoms 
of 1% inch stud link chain with a 
breaking strength of 79,000 pounds. 

Amidships, on either beam, will be 
swung two whaleboats of about 26 
feet length and 6 feet beam. The spar 
deck is protected by a gradually rising 
steel wait, flaring somewhat at the 
knightheads until at the stem proper 
it has q depth of five feet. In addition 
to the steam whistle the lightship is 
provided with a steam siren for use in 
thick and foggy weather. 

No lightship constructed will be more 
complete and none perform such im- 
portant duties. A large crew will care 
for the vessel and see that the lights 
burn properly every night and that the 
whistles are in order. 

Membess of the lighthouse service 
are confident that this vessel will hold 
her ground and. that a very stiff blow 
will be necessary to cause her anchor 
chains to part. No. will be painted 
a snow white and in large black letters 
on her side will be these words, “Dia- 
mond Shoal Lightship.”

The Great Modern Tramp. 

The much decried “ocean tramp” of 
the present day exceeds in speed the 
passenger and mail steamer of 50 
years ago, says The Marine Journal. 
Within ten years vessels in which ecar- 
go carrying is the chief element of 
commercial success have been in- 
creased in length from 300 or 400 feet 
to 500 or 600 feet; the gross registered 
tonnage from 5,000 to over 13,000 tons; 
and in speed from 10 or 12 knots to 
15 or 16 knots. Vessels are now build- 
ing for the Atlantic service which can 
carry from 12,000 to 13,000 tons dead 
weight, in addition to passengers, 
while possessing a sea speed as high as 
that of the swiftest mail steamers 
afloat in 1880.

Sutit is said here that the United States 
will cheerfully undertake the task pro- | 
vided its conditions are met. If,it does | 
not succeed in inducing the European 
powers to be lenient in their treatment | 
of the imperial government of China the | 
United States government will not be | 
drawn into further hostilities after we | 
have taken care of our own affairs, but | 
we wil} withdraw, taking care, however, 
to let it be understood that this govern- 
ment Will not allow its proper interests | 
in China to be injured by the action of | 
uny of the powers that may choose to 
remain obdurate. 

At least one of the greatest of the] 
powers is under strong suspicion here 
of acting cold-bloodedly and without re- 
gard to sentiment or anything more 
than the most material of considerations, 
It is believed here that this poweris 
quietly taking meaures to drop out of 
the league at Tien Tsin and conduct a 
campaign on its own account against 
Pekin, and it is even suspected that this 
power is already moving troops toward 
the Chinese capital. 

One fact regarded as now beyond need 
of further demonstration in view of the 
Chinese appeal] is that the Chinese of- 
ficials at the coast ports are actually in 
communication with whatever remains 
of the imperial government at Pekin, 
and the text of Kwang Su’s appeal ap- 
pears to establish the fact that the Chi- 
mrese government itself is sanctioning 
the resistance to the international afl- 
Vance upon Pekin. 

The state department and the Chi- 
nese legation substantially agree in the 
estimate of six to eight days as the 
time necessary to get a reply to the 
president’s answer to the appeal of the 
Chinese government, According to the 
best information here urgent messages 
are being transmitted between Pekin 
and Shanghai by a “tlying express.” 
This, according to the Chinese, is a relay 
system of mounted messengers, similar 
to the old pony service across the plains, 
and is used when the wire communica- 
tion is interrupted. The relay riders 
make about 200 miles a day. It fis \00 
miles from Shanghai to Pekin, and this 
Seems to agree very well with the speed 
made in forwarding and returning the 
Conger message. 

Assuming that Sheng's dispatch that 
& movement was on foot on the 18th 
inst. to get the foreign ministers 
started from Pekin to Tien Tsin under

DEATH OF MRS. EAGAN. 


Fourth of the Family to Die Within a Few 
Days of Ptomaine Poisoning. 

Lowell, Mass., July 25.—Mrs. Thomas 
E. Eagan, aged 35, whose three children 
died within a period of 10 days from 
ptomaine poisoning, dig@l at the Lowell 
general hospital Tuesday from a similar 
cause. Arsenieal poisoning has been 
suggested as the trouble, but Drs. Welch, 
Meigs anti Poole, who performed an 
autopsy on the second child who died, 
declare that not the slightest indication 
of arsenic was found in the stomach. 
Subsequent chemical and bacteriolog- 
ical tests have verified their statement. 

Just how the poison was introduced 
is not known, but it is supposed to have 
come from buttermilk, of which all of 
the members of the family drank freely 
on June 29. While at the hospital, un- 
Ger treatment for ptomaine poisoning, 
Mrs. Eagan became the mother of a 
perfectly healthy boy. 

Doubt as to the nature of the poison- 
ing arose from the test by a local ex- 
pert of samples of well water taken from 
wells used by the Eagan family. The 
expert found arsenic in the water. The 
state board of health took samples, 
tested them, but found no arsenic. 
Other samples are now being tested by 
the state board of health. 


An Important Event. 

Managua, Juiy 25.—Amid great mill- 
tary, civil and religious pomp, the 
Nicaragua and Costa Rican government 
engineers and General Alexander of 
South Carolina, arbitrator of the boun- 
dary dispute between Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica, appointed by President 
Cleveland, signed Tuesday in Congress 
hall the maps delimfting the boundary 
recently agreed upon. This ceremony 
terminated a dispute which has often 
threatened war between the two gov- 
ernments during the last 40 years. 

Planned to Hola Up a Train. 

Chicago, July 25.—Six men and three 
boys, all armed with revolvers, waited 
several hours during the afternoon at 
the Drexel Park station. They were ob- 
Served and the police notifled. A wagon 
load of officers hurried to the scene and 
were met by a brisk fire, which they re- 
turned. The police finally captured the 
three boys. The six men fled. The po- 
lice declare that the men evidently in- 
tended to stop a Big Four train and rob 
it. 

No Word From the Oregon. 

Washington, July 25.—The gunboat 
Nashville, which convoyed the battle- 
ship Oregon to the dock at Kure, Japan, 
has arrived at Nagasaki. The Oregon 
reached Kure about a week ago, but 
nothing has been heard from Captain 
Wilde, her commander, since he was au- 
thorized to patch up the great battle- 
ship with temporary repairs in order 
that she might return to the Chinese 
coast. 


Health Authorities Not Alarmed. 

Boston, July 25.—The report that a 
Chinese leper is on his way to this city 
from Scranton, Pa., does not alarm the 
board of health authorities. The com- 
missioners have no means of identifying 
him when he shall have arrived in Bos- 
ton. The Boston health authorities have 
had some experience with leprosy in 
Boston, and one leper is in a grave at 
Gallup's island. 


Variag on Her Trial Trip. 

Boston, July 25.—The official trial of 
the Russian cruiser Variag will be held 
today over a course off the of 
Shoals, N. H. The vessel left Boston 
harbor early this forenoon. The trial 
Will be made by sending the cruiser eight 
times over the 10-mile course.

A BELATED MESSAGE. 


Conger Reported on July 4 That the 
Ministers Were In Dire Distress, 


Grave Danger of Massacre 
by Chinese Soldiers. 


Story of Mysterions Disappearance of a State 
Department Cipher Codes 


Washington, July 26.—The bureau of 
navigation at the navy department has 
received the following cablegram from 
Captain Charles M. Thomas, command- 
ing the flagship Brooklyn in Chinese 
waters: 

Che Foo, July 24.—Navigation bureau, 
Washington: Written message, signed 
Conger, dated July 4, received Tien Tsin, 
Zist, says: “Been besieged two weeks, 
Briuish legation. Grave danger gen- 
¢ral massacre by Chinese soldiers, who 
are shelling legation daily. Relief soon, 
if atall. City without government, ex- 
cept by Chinese army. Determined 
massacre all foreigners Pekin. Entry 
relief forces into city probably be hotly 
contested.” Thomas, 

This dispatch will tend to make those 
who discredit the alleged Conger dis- 
patch of the 18th more sure of their 
ground, There igs no question of the 
authenticity of this last dispatch, and 
it shows it on its face. It will be argued 
that if the Chinese government had 
given Mr. Conger an opportunity to send 
@ message to his government he would 
have sent a messuge more like the oneof 
July 4, giving in some aetail the situa- 
tion rather than a few words which 
could have fitted any moment from the 
middle of June to the present moment 

This message from Minister Conger 
Was the first communication of unques- 
tionable authenticity which has been 
received from the American minister at 
Pekin since his urgent appeal! for help of 
June 12. It establishes clearly the fact 
that the American minister, and prob- 
ably the other legationers, were alive on 
July 4, though in sore straits. There- 
fore, it completely and finally disposes of 
the first stories thatwere pullished from 
Shanghai of the massacre of June 27. 
It is true that it does not in itself nega- 
tive the subsequent reports of the 
massacre on July 6, two days later than 
the dispatch. A notable omission in Mr, 
Conger's dispatch is the failure to men- 
tion the assassinati.n of the German 
minister at Pekin, which surely occurred 
many days before he wrote his message. 

A discussion of the authenticity of the 
dispatch from Minister Conger, dated at 
Pekin on the 1sth inst, has developed 
the fact that, several years ago, a copy 
of the state department cipher code dis- 
appeared and never has been recovered. 
These code books are numbered and re- 
ceipted for when placed in the hands of 
those entitled tothem. The intimation 
was given that the missing code book 
fell into the hands of the Chinese gov- 
ernment. This information was cal- 
culated to inspire a doubt of the au- 
thenticity of the Conger message 

State department officials decline to 
discuss the story of the theft of the code 
book, but do enter a denial that they 
ever entertained a suspicion that it had 
fallen into the hands of the Chinese gov- 
ernment. It is known that several years 
ago a copy of the old state department 
cipher, which since has been changed, 
was made. A copy of this, the authori- 
ties have strong reasons to believe, 
found its way Into the possession of an- 
other government—not the Chinese, 
This old code has been dut of use for 
many years, but Minister Conger is one 
of the few officials who has been pained: 
He does not employ the new code. 


Michioan Democratic Convention. 

Detroit, July 26.—William C. Maybury, 
mayor of Detroit, was unanimously 
nominated for governor of Michigan on 
the Democratic ticket. Half a dozen 
other candidates were presented, but 
they withdrew before a vote was called, 
and the nomination of Maybury was 
made by acclamation. The resolutions 
pledge to Bryan and Stevenson, and the 
Kansas City platform is “heartily en- 
dcrsed.” An amendment of sympathy 
with the South African republics was 
added. 


Suspected of Seiting Store Afire. 

Haverhill, Mass., July 26.—On charges 
of setting fire to their store on July 8 
last, William and Philip Sikeniez, 
Hebrews, were arrested Wednesday 
night at the instance of Fire Marshal 
Shaw, before whom they 4vere given a 
hearing. The fire marshal considered 
the testimony obtained at the hearing of 
such a compromising character as to 
Warrant-¢he arrest of the men. 


Miners to Resume Work. 

Scranton, Pa., July 26.—The strike of 
the miners at Jermyn No. 1 colliery, Old 
Forge, which has tied up the mine for 
three months, because of wage differ- 
ences, has been settled and work will be 
resumed at once, with 600 men and boys. 
The strike at the Briggs mine has also 
been settled by giving the strikers their 
demands. 


Skull Crushed and Neck Broken. 

Elisworth, Me., July 26.—Thomas Bray, 
Sr., 60 years old, of Stonington, was 
thrown from a carriage Wednesday and 
killed. The accident was caused by the 
loosening of the seat of the carriage. 
His skull was crushed and his neck! 
broken. 


COMMITTED TU AN ASYLUM. 


Sharles H. Hoyt, Manager and Playwright, Is 
Sadly Affiicted. 

Hartford, July 26.—Charles H. Hoyt, 
manager and playwright, was taken to 
the insane asylum here Wednesday 
night. suffering from nervous prostra- 
tion and mental derangement. 


CHARLES H. HOYT, 
This is the second time Mr. Hoyt has 
been an inmate of such an institution. 


The first time was about a year ago. 
His symptoms at present are similar to 
those of a year ago. 

He was unable to care for himself 
when taken into custody, and the au- 
thorities deemed it best for him that 
he be placed under restraint. 

His friends in Boston and New York 
have been apprised of his condition by 
Wire. Physicians hope that his ailment 
is only temporary.

which the Chinese are building to per- 
Suade the civilized world that the min- 
isters are still alive is only intended to 
enable them to gain time to complete 
preparations for warfare, 

While these brief sidelights as to the 
fate of the Europeans leave litle ground 
for hope, Shanghai sends a batch of 
reports indicative of preparations for 
hostilities on the part of the Chinese. 
{t is alleged that the Yang Tse viceroys 
have sent deputies to Shanghai to in- 
quire as to the prospect of raising a for- 
eign loan, ostensibly to pursue military 
operations against the Boxers, whose 
movement is extending rapidly south- 
ward with constantly growing strength, 
and has reached a point where the 
provinces of Shan Tung, Ho Nan and 
| Shan Si meet, leaving behind it a trail 
of burned missions and murdered Chris- 
tians. 

Simultaneously there is a movement 
northward of southern Chinese troops to 
join the main army gathered to oppose 
the foreign advance on Pekin. The 
strength of this principal force is now 
estimated at 300,000 men. 


It is believed that another two or three 
weeks must elapse before the Chinese 
preparations are completed. It Is re 
ported that 3000 Chinese troops and more 
guns are being sent to reinforce the 
garrison of the Kiang Tin forts, com- 
manding the entrance to the Yang Tse 
Kiang, 90 miles east of Nankin. 

These signs of unrest in the southern 
provinces are coincident with Li Hung 
Chang's presence In Shanghal. They 
are supposed to be the beginning of a

According to the Shanghai correspon- 
dent of The Times, Li Hung Chang is re- 
siding at the residence of Liu, who was 
the envoy of the empress dowager in the 
secret mission to Japan. He hag re- 
ceived secret instructions to remain at 
Shanghai and to endeavor to open ne- 
gotiations with a view of preventing the 
European advance, 

With this accumulation of evidence of 
an impending big struggle comes also 
the news of disagreements between the 
powers and the foreign commanders, 
which threaten to hamper united action 
and to encourage Chinese resistance. 

A conference of the admirals at Taku, 
called to settle the question regarding 
the management of the restored railway, 
decided in favor of Russian control, only 
the British and American admirals dis- 
senting. 


Bombardment of Panama Inreatenea. 

Washington, July 2@.—The state de- 
partment has received a dispatch from 
Consul Gudges at Panama, saying the 
revolution there has taken a_ serious 
turn. The attacking force was con- 
sidering the proposition of the bombard- 
ment of the city of Panama. Asaparty 
to the treaty of 1846, which guarantees 
the neutrality of the isthmus, the United 
States filed an immediate protest against 
the bombardment, which would destroy 
the terminus of the Isthmian railway.

Vaults Gorged With Gold. 


More than a million in gold came 
into the treasury in various forms 
yesterday, and carried the total amount 
of the yellow metal in the cash or held 
against gold certificates to the highest 
point ever attained in the history of 
the American treasury—$429, 187,260. 

This total was made up of the reserve 
held for the redemption of legal tender 
notes to the amount of $150,000,000, 
gold in the general fund of the treasury 
to the amount of $71,741,531, and gold 
certificates in circulation, in the hands 
of the public or in the banks to the 
amount of $207,445, 729. 

The treasury vaults in New York, 
Philadelphia and San Francisco are 
gorged with gold, in spite of the large 
amounts carried in the New York clear- 
ing house from the clearing house 
banks. About $10,000,000 in gold is 
on the way from Australia and it is 
expected that it will be piled up in the 
San Francisco mint and certificates 
taken for it.

Ceilings and Their Handling. 

Ceilings are of innumerable orders. 
We are familiar with the flat one paper- 
ed or frescoed. But we are beginning to 
learn a few simple principles—for ex- 
ample, that a coved ceiling greatly in- 
creases the apparent height of a low 
studded room. A heavy paneled ceiling 
must not rest on walls without the com- 
ing between of a strongly profiled cor- 
nice. Wooden ceilings are coming into 
favor, but are to be used only in very 
high studded rooms. Plaster moldings 
we are outgrowing, and it is settled that 
we must not treat the ceiling with wall 
patterns, since the angle of view is dif- 
ferent. Perfect plaster, well colored with 
a deeper neutral tint and a conventional 
border in fretwork or simple lines, is the 
‘best method for the ordinary house. 
Stenciling can be used to advantage, and 
the patterns are so easily done that a 
good many women have undertaken the 
work themselves with great success. But 
simplicity is always to be the law, no 
matter what the form chosen, leaving 
elaborate schemes to professional deco- 
rators.— Professor Seymour Eaton in Chi- 
cago Record.

SCLOONER BUMPED INTO STEAMER. 


fhe Latter is Badly Damaged and Will Have 
to Be Hauled Out For Repa rs. 

Boston, July 26.—Steamer Parthian, 
from Boston for Philadelphia, was in 
collision with the schooner Sullivan 
Sawin, from Philadgphia for this port, 
in Vineyard sound Tuesday night and 
arrived in Boston harbor Wednesday 
evening, having transferred the schoon- 
er, Which she took in tow after the col- 
lision, to the tug Elsie, which brought 
the three-master to the upper harbor. 
The steamer has two holes on her port 
side forward, above the water line, one 
abreast of the foremast nearly five 
square feet in size, and the other further 
up on the bow of smaller size. 

Captain Snow, commander of the 
steamer, states that when the collision 
occurred his vessel was lying almost 
motionless, a dense fog having made it 
appear prudent to him to await morning. 
The schooner, coal laden, was forging 
ahead at between six and seven knots 
an hour when the collision occurred, in- 
flicting the damage mentioned. The 
schooner’s bowsprit and boom were 
carried away, but she is not leaking. 

The vessels anchored until daylight, 
when the steamer took the schooner in 
tow and brought her nearly here. The 
steamer Will have to be hauled out for 
repairs and her cargo will be trans- 
shipped to the steamer Spartan. 

None of either crew was injured by 
the collision, although at the time of the 
impact three of the Sawin's men jumped 


aboard the steamer, but were later 
transferred to their own vessel. 
Variag Makes Fast Time. 
Boston, July 26.—The new Russian | 


cruiser Variag, which was given 
builders’ trial off the New England 
coast Wednesday, developed a maximum 
speed of 24.65 knots, with 154.30 revolu- 
tions of her propellers.

Gold Democrats Will Follow Their In- 
dividual Wishes as to Candidates, 


New Issues Have Taken the 
Place of Those of 1896. 


Scheme of Fusion With the Anti-Imperialistic 
Movement Is Defeated. 


Indianapolis, July 26.—The national 
committee of the Gold Standard Demo- 
cratic party adopted resolutions ex- 
pressing the opinion that the nomination 
of candidates by the national Demo- 
cratic party for the offices of president 
and vice president is unwise and un- 
expedient, reaffirms the Indianapolis 
platform of 1896, recommends the state 
committees in their respective states to 
preserve their organizations and urges 
the voters not to be deceived by the 
plea that the money question has been 
finally settled. The scheme of fusion 
with the anti-imperialistic movement, 
originating with the recent mass meet- 
ing In New York city, was defeated. 

Of the 34members of the national com- 
mittee there were present 19 members. 
Two of the committeemen held several 
proxies. A sub-committee presented an 
address setting out the proposition for 
fusion and a third party ticket with the 
reason set forth at the New York meet- 
ing. 

Upon the hearing of argument from 
Messrs. Chapman and Osborne of the 
New York committee and others, the 
gold standard men decided upon an im- 
mediate consideration of the question, 
The New York committeemen took back 
seats and listened to a discussion which 
continued for more than an hour. 

In accordance with a suggestion by 
Charles Tracey of New York each mem- 
ber of the national Democratic com- 
mittee expressed his views on the mat- 
ter. Eastern and western men severally 
opposed the proposition, taking the 
ground that there had been dissatisfac- 
tlon and withdrawals from the ranks of 
the national Democracy, and that the 
placing of a third ticket In the fleld this 
year With the new issues now before the 
country would in no way tend to ac- 
complish the end and aim of the or- 
ganization of the national Democratic 
party in 1896. It was argued that those 
gold standard Democrats who stand 
today where they stood in the campaign 
of 1896 on the money question and 
against “Bryanism” would be left free 
to vote in support of the Republican 
platform, which was unchangeably in 
favor of “a sound and stable monetary 
system.” 

When the vote on the question of 
fusion and the nomination of a third 
ticket was taken, Gordon Woodbury of 
New Hampshire proved to be the only 
committeeman present who favored a 
third party ticket. He urged his views 
at some length. The vote was by ballot 
and stood 26 to 1 against the proposition, 
Mr. Woodbury at once moved that the 
vote be made unanimous and this was 
done. 

A committee of three was then ap- 
Pointed to draft a manifesto setting out 
the position of the national Democracy 
regarding the issues now before the peo- 
ple. y 
One of the sensations of the meeting 
was when W. B. Haldeman, proprietor 
of the Louisville Courier-Journal and 
member of the national executive com- 
mittee, arose and declared his intention 
} and Stevenson. 

Mr. Haldeman in 1896 contributed much 
aid in actively raising funds for the or- 
ganization and maintenance of the work 
of the Gold Democracy, and was a mem- 
ber of the auditing committee of that 
party. 

The committee appointed at the con- 
ference at the Plaza hotel, New York, 
gave out the following statement and 
call for a convention, to be held in this 
city Aug. 14: 

The national committee of the Gold 
Democrats have brought the usefulness 
of that organization toanend. It now 
| becomes the duty of the independent 
| committee to enable the independent 
; voters to place in the field a platform 
and candidates which they 
scientiously support. 

We believe that the Anti-Imperialists 
have done splendid work in recalling 
the republic to the ideas of its founders. 

We believe that many citizens, who 
have not as yet been identified with the 
Anti-Imperialists, will welcome this 
chance to express their disapproval of 
| existing conditions.

fapan Places a Check Upon Emigration to 
Canada and United States. 

Ottawa, July 27.—The imperial gov- 
ernment hag notified the Dominion gov- 
ernment that the foreign office was ad- 
vised officially by the Japanese govern- 
ment that they had officially notified all 
their agents and others concerned not 
to grant passports to any more than 10 
immigrants per month from Japan to 
Canada, or any more than five to those 
going to the United States. The letter 
from the Japanese authorities was writ- 
ten In May, and the instructions to their 
agents and consuls were supposed to be 
put in effect at once. It wasa reply to 
a protest from the Dominion to the 
British government over the large in- 
flux of Japanese on the Pacific coast. 
In the previous month, that of April, over 
4000 Japanese arrived at Vancouver. 
The province was clamoring against this, 
as the labor market of the Canadian 
citizen on the coast was threatened, and 
&@ polltax was demanded from the federal] 
government, 

To this, Sir Wilfrid Laurier replied that 
imperial interests in the Orient would 
not permit any difficulty with Japan at 
the present time. The premier, how- 
ever, took the matter up again with the 
British government, and the result now 
is that only 120 Japanese can leave Japan 
in one year for Canada, or can arrive in 
Canada. As already stated, the num- 
ber that may go to the United States ig 
five. Now the Dominion government 
has been officially advised of the action 
of Japan, steps will be taken to see that 
no more than the specified number can 
land in Canada during a month.

Mr. Gompers replied that he could not 
agree to any such settlement as this.

HELD AS HOSTAGES? 


Upinion That Ministers at Pekin May 
Be Alive Is Gaining Ground, 


Situation In Southern Prov- 
inces Growing Worse. 


Troops and Boxers Combined and Killed Priests 
and Converts at Mukden, 


London, July 27.—Last Saturday the 
Chinese minister, Sir Chi Chen Lo Feng 
Luh, handed the foreign office a long 
telegram pirporting to come from Em- 
peror Kwang Su, soliciting Great Bri- 
tain's goéd offices to bring about peace 
in terms similar to the appeals addressed 
to President McKinley and President 
Loubet. Thus,far the government has 
not replied, as it is félt that, in the pres- 
ent anomalous circumstances, the pre- 
cise origin of the telegram is doubtful.

If it could be ascertained beyond a 
doubt that the reports of massacre at 
Pekin were unfounded, and there is a 
disposition here to believe that the min- 
isters may, after all, be held as hostages, 
Lord Salisbury’s policy would probably 
incline more toward the conciliation at- 
tributed to Washington than to the re- 
venge attributed to Berlin. But, while 
there is no cessation of the deluge of 
rumors, it is beginning to be believed 
at Shanghai, Canton and other points 
that the viceroys are as completely in 
the dark as to affairs In Pekin as the 
Europeans themselves. 

Meanwhile the doings of Li Hung 
Chang are regarded with ever-increasing 
suspicion, while the situation In the 
southern provinces daily grows worse. 

With the report that the allies will be- 
gin the advance upon Pekin in a fort- 
night, and in view of Admiral Seymour's 
visit of inspection to the Yang Tse 
Kiang, the fceling Is that no great time 
will elapse before matters assume a 
more definite shape. 

The viceroy of Nankin still professes 
to be able, with the aid of the other 
Yang Tse viceroys, to keep order, but he 
declares that if Europe sends warships 
it will assuredly lead to an anti-foreign 
outbreak. If it be true that the Jap- 
anese have started a campaign from 
Shan Hai Kwan that also will pre- 
cipitate matters, but the report to this 
effect lacks confirmation. 

It is reported from Tien Tsin that the 
Chinese forces are concentrating at the 
village of Getsang, 10 miles north of 
Tien Tsin, where, it is said, large quan- 
tities of rice are stored. 

The Russian and Japanese cavalry 
are keeping in close touch with the 
enemy. The river is still low, and water 
transportation would be difficult. 

The Shanghai correspondent of The 
Daily Express, telegraphing yesterday, 
says: Li Hung Chang now states that 
some of the members of the legations 
have already left Pekin and may be ex- 
pected shortly. He is becoming angry 
ar the scepticism of the consuls. 

The tmpression is gaining ground here 
that the ministers of the powers t 
whom China has appealed for mediation 
may still be alive. The representatives 
of France, Japan, Russia and the United 
es have visited Li Hung Chang, but 
the others still keep aloof. 

The Shanghai correspondent of The 
Daily Mail, describing the massacre at 
Mukden, says: “The bishop had armed 
500 converts to defend the cathedral, and 
a body of Chinese troops had been sent 
to defend the converts, but the soldiers 
were leagued with the Boxers. While 
the Christians were holding a service, 
believing themselves safe under the pro- 
tection of the troops, the signal was 
given, and the soldiers and Boxers sur- 
rounded and set fire to the church, put- 
ting the escaping worshipers to the 
sword. The bishop was captured and 
taken to the viceroy’s yamen, where he 
diabolically tortured and decapi- 
His head now hangs in front of 
the yamen.” 

There is little fresh news regarding 
the situation in Manchuria. The Rus- 
sians inflicted another serious defeat 
upon the Chinese at Fort Echo on July 
23. From Kobe comes a report that 
eight battalions of Russians have been 
compelled to leave Viadivostock and 
Tien Tsin on account of the Manchuria 
trouble.

table fowls aud constitutionally strong. 

When it is desired to have the greatest 
number of pounds of meat produced with 
the smallest amount of feed, select the 
large breeds. 

Ido not sell off the hens that begin to 
molt early, as they will finish the shed- 
ding of the feathers and begin to lay 
early in winter. 

Overgrown chicks are not those that 
have grown rapidly and attained large 
size, but those that cannot stand on their 
legs by reason of too rapid growth. 

Geese can be raised on many farms to 
advantage. Besides yielding a regular 
income in the way of feathers, they are 
one of the most profitable fowls for mar- 
ket. They are more easily raised thag 
turkeys and sell readily at good prices. 

Fast Sailing Over the Pacific. 

The British bark Galgate, Captain 
Griffiths, a big four master, made a 
record breaking run on her voyage 
from Shanghai to the mouth of the Co- 
lumbia, covering the distance from 
buoy to buoy in 27 days. The nearest 
approach to this record is said to have 
been made by one of Renton, Holmes 
& Co.’s four masted schooners, which 
made the run from Shanghal to the 
sound in 28 days. Vessels from Shang- 
hal are less frequent visitors here than 
those from Yokohama and other Japan 
ports, and the wonderful run of the 
Galgate can be better understood when 
it is stated that the voyage from 
Shanghai to the Columbia is generally 
conceded by shipmasters to be fully a 
week or ten days longer than the run 
from Yokohama. The record passage 
from the latter port to the Columbia 
river is a fraction less than 22 days, the 
Selkirk making the record run about 
three years ago. 

The Galgate’s biggest day’s perform- 
ance was 295 miles, but in a ten day 
run she reeled off over 2,600 miles, an 
average of over 11 miles an hour and 
a speed which would bother most of 
the tramp steamers to maintain.—Port- 
land Oregonian.

One of the greatest prcblems that 
confront cities in these days of man- 
ufacturing industry is that of over- 
coming the smoke nuisance. In Kan- 
sas City, with its rapidly growing im- 
portance as an industrial center, this 
problem is already a serious one. Va- 
rious devices for doing away with 
smoke from the factory and furnace 
chimneys have been patented and are 
in use, but while they are of benefit 
it has only been in a limited degree. 
A Kansas City man has, however, in- 
vented a process which he asserts is 
capable of entirely obviating the emis- 
sion or at least abating it so largely 
that the great volume of black, sooty

For 
the benefit of the reporter Mr. Foster } 
disconnected the pipes that connect 
the furnace with the smoke consumer 
and later reconnected them. The ef- 
fect was wonderful. When the con- 
sumer was not at work, dense volumes 
of smoke poured from the smokestack, 
and in less than a minute after the 
valves of the consumer were reopened 
the smoke had disappeared and only 
epparent heat vibrations rose from the 


stack. 

While this and similar contrivances 
are called smoke consumers the term 
is really a misnomer. ‘They are prop- 
erly smoke preventers. Smoke cannot |} 
be consumed, brt can be prevented. | 
It is only formed when combustion is 
imperfect. If it were possible, which} 
has not yet been demonstrated, to sa 
duce in furnaces a perfect combustion, 


there would be absolutely no smoke. | 
The central idea of all so called smoke 
consumers is to create such an admix- 
ture of oxygen with the gas from the 
fuel as will produce perfect combus- 
tion. Smoke is formed of the gases that 
escape from the furnace. For this rea- 
son a smoke consumey is not only of 
value as doing away with the unpleas- 


value as a saver of fuel.

where it is consumed, the heavier 
gases passing in under the furnace, 
while the lighter gases go through a 
small pipe above the furnace. The 
slight amount of smoke that finds its 
way out of the smokestack is caused | 
by the small per cent of the gases that 
it is impossible to draw into the con- 
sumer by means of the blast fan. All 
that are drawn in and foreed back 
into the furnace are consumed and 
leave no trace. 

The apparatus consists of a steam 
boiler furnace with a suction and force 
blast fan case in which is the blast 
fan. There is a smoke and gas conduct- 
ing pipe of about 12 inches in diameter 
which connects with the induction 
opening in the side of the fan case. A 
returning pipe, smaller in circumfer- 
ence than the smoke and gas conduct- 
ing pipe, runs from the blast fan 
through the furnace wall to a position 
beneath the furnace grate. Connected 
with this latter pipe is a smaller pipe, 
which conducts the lighter gases above 


can be put in operation at very small 
cost, and it costs nothing to operate, 
as the fan is connected to the engine In 
use for other purposes, 

This cost, the inventor asserts, can 
be saved many times over by the sav- 
ing in fuel. Without the use of the 
smoke consumer from 50 to 75 per cent 
of the heating power of the fuel is lost 
in the gases that escape. With the 
apparatus the loss is about 40 per cent. 
Mr. Foster has at times since putting 
in his smoke consumer increased the 
evaporation from the boilers as much 
as 22 per cent. Because of the almost 
perfect combustion secured the fur- 
nace will burn any fuel that fs at all 
combustible. The pipes of the consum- 
er can force into the furnace if occa- 
sion requires 2,000 cubie feet of air 
each minute. 

Mr. Foster had been working and ex- 
perimenting for eight years on his in- 
vention before he perfected its mech- 
anism. He is now forming a stock 
company to place the device on the 
market and expects to have a factory 
in operation by next fall. He has al- 
ready had a liberal offer for an {inter- 
est in his patent, but has refused it. H

The battle lasted 
several hours, and Prince Tuan was de- 
feated and killed.

Woman’s Affections. 


The value of a wife’s affection has 
been judicially appreciated at more 
than one cent at Batavia, Ohio, this 
week. Judge Parrott of the Common 
Pleas Court rendered the decision, 
which was on a motion for a new trial 
in the case of Ross against Knott. 
This was an action brought for the 
alienation of plaintiff's wife’s affection 
and for $6,000 damages. The jury 
found Knott guilty, and gave plaintiff 
judgment for one cent.

deduction. If there was alienation

A long cable- 
gram was dispatched to Rear Admiral 
Remey at Taku, and it is believed that 
this instruction was laid upon him. 
Secretary Hay’'s decision to decline the 
last Chinese proposition was based upon 
his determination to adhere strictly to 
the conditions laid down in the reply to 
the Chinese emperor's appeal. The 
state department required that the min- 
isters at Pekin be put in communication 
with their governments, and the most 
eignificant condition of all was that the 
Chinese authorities co-operate with the 
relief expedition for the liberation of 
the legations. Until these two things 
are done the state department absolute- 
ly refuses to be led into any arrange-

Squantum heights, erected in /1895 by the 
Daughters of the Revolution, of Massachusetts, 
in memory of Captain Myles Standish and his 
men of Plymouth Colony, who landed here in 
1621 while exploring the coast. 

SQUAW ROCK. 

Pile of rock, on which is a perfect head ofa 
squaw, frequently mentioned in early’Squantum 
history. Near by is also Sachem’s Knoll.

In auditorium each side of high 
pulpit, are mural monumerts, to the memory 
of John Adams, the second president, and John 
Quincy Adams, the sixth president of the United 
States, and their wives. In cellar is old town 
hearse, also box in which was breught from 
Washington the body of John Quincy Adams. 
At extreme end, under front steps are the vaults 
ot the presidents, a massive stone door closing 
the entrance.

NEW DEATH VALLEY. 


Prospector Claims to Have Discover- 
ed a Grewsome Place. 

| <A prospector named William T. Van 
| Gordon, who recently arrived at Cran- 
| brook, B. C., tells an amazing tale of 
the discovery of a “death valley.”” So 
| greatly did his story impress those 
| who have heard it that a party recent- 
| ly started out to visit the place and 
verify the grewsome report, says the 
| St. Louis Republic. 

A few days ago, Van Gordon 
| he the lower end 
| mountain into the mouth of a 
gulch, which seemed to narrow as it 
penetrated the mountain. He observed 
that vegetation diminished as the head 
of the gulch was approached, and at 
a distance of half a mile-or more there 
seemed to be a massive grayish white 
| wallrising toa great height, from the 
| bottom of which a thin, almost imper- 
ceptible vapor was rising. 

Van Gordon says he pushed along 
| until vegetation finally ceased entirely, 
and the earth began to show many 
bright saltlike crystals, and at the 
same time the entire gulch looked more 
and more as though it was leading to 
a vast alkali deposit. Near by was a 
small butte, about 50 feet in height, 
and from there, with the aid of field 
glasses, he saw a pool which seemed 
to him to cover an acre of ground. Sur- 
rounding the pool, especially on the 
cliff side, were many skeletons and 
piles of the bones of various animals. 

Van Gordon claims to have distin- 
guished the skeletons of a number of 
bighorns, bears and deer, in addition to 
smaller animals, and, worst of all, he 
positively declares that the skeletons 
of human beings are not lacking. His 
theory is that the men and animals 
came upon the basin from its higher 
altitudes and that its perpendicular 
walls prevented them from inhaling 
the frightful fumes until at its very 
brink, where they got the full strength 
of the ascending vapors, were over- 
come instantaneously and toppled over 
into the basin. 

The exploring party has taken 500 
feet of line. One of the men will be 
fastened to the line and go ahead to- 
werd the pool.

NEW EXPLANATION OF THE NAME. | 


| Former Missionary From China Says 


Who Boxes or Makes Wooden Boxes 
For a Living—An Innovation That 
Proved Distastefal to Boxers, 

A man who was formerly in the Chi- 
nese missionary field speaks as follows, 
according to the New York Sun, of the 
now in revolt in that 
country: 

“The significance of the name Boxers 
is misconstrued. The idea prevails 
quite largely that a Boxer is a China- 
man whko is mittened and pugilistic, 
with feneing as his specialty and spar- 
He is pictured 
in the comic papers with large mittens 
Now, the fact 
of the matter is that, though boxing is 
a European and American pastime, it 
is not such in China and never has 
been. There is a combination with 


} wrestling that comes the nearest to It. 
| In this athletic 


sport the clinched hand 
is enveloped in a stout, 
bag made of thick leather and fastened 
to the wrists with thongs of leather. 
These somewhat resemble the boxing 
gloves that we use, but in the game 
they are not employed for any fistic 
exercise, but rather so as to put the 
hands out of service, that there may 
be no clinching 
permitted to get fair hold of each oth- 
er, and the chief point of each contest- 
ant is to get mastership of his oppo- 
nent’s legs, so that a full sball be the 
immediate result. The wrestlers may 


»| take hold of each other by interlocking 


or intwining legs or arms, or both, but 
their hands are out of commission al- 
together, and in order to break the pos- 
sible temptation the hands are thus en- 
veloped. To catch hold is prohibited

“Wrestling may be described as com- 
but a boxing match 
as we know it is strange to them. I 
doubt very much if a Chinaman can 
conceive of any pleasure in pummel- 
ing another by Queensberry rules or 
by any other rules. There is a bit of 
superstition against it, in fact, and for 
a devout Chinaman to strike with the 
fist is a sin. 

“What then is a boxer? We are as- 
sured that that Is the correct English 
word, and so itis. But it has no refer- 
ence to any sport. Instead, it should 
be defined as one who boxes, or makes 
boxes—that nothing else than 
wooden boxes. A Boxer is a north 
China man who makes wooden boxes 
for a livelihood, or is guilded with 
those who do. He is a carpenter shop 
workman, and a member of an ancient 
and highly honorable craft. 

“The Boxer is a_ skilled laborer. 
Boxes are used even more generally 
than with us, and the work is always 
done by Chinamen, never by cooly 
labor. The masters command ‘high’ 
wages—on an average $3 per week— 
while workmen receive on an average 
$1 a week. The boxes, for whatever 
purpose, for teas, cotton, agricultural 
products, household uses, josses, coffins, 
jewelry, and others, have always been 
made, from time immemorial, by ‘our 
own’ hands—that is, by Chinamen, and 
largely by north Chinese. Then, in ad- 
dition, they have always been made 
of woods from the native forests, so 
that a box, whatever the description, 
has alyvays been supposed to be made 
of native woods by native labor. 
There is a matter of pride in the man- 
ufacture and in the manufacturing. 

“Innovations are exceedingly dis- 
tasteful to Chinamen, and nothing will 
more quickly arouse their fanaticism. 
This is true in every trade and occu- 
pation in the empire, and in none more 
so than in boxmaking. For centuries

A still 
greater profit awaited those who took 
the American lumber. and made cof- 
fins of it in ‘American style’ or in 
‘English style.” The Boxers refused to 
do any such work, and cabinet makers 
took it up. The profits were large, and 
the jealousy of the Boxers grew apace. 
This feeling was actuated, not only be- 
cause of the monetary advantage de- 
rived over them, but, far more, because 
their long time rights had been en- 
croached upon. 

“It is particularly dangerous to in- 
terfere with Chinese burial customs, 
and as @ person as soon as he is dead 
has joined the ancestors, and as ap- 
cestral worship is remarkably solemn, 
it follows that new ideas about coffins 
were resented. It was bad enough to 
have coffins made of imported woods, 
worse to have them made by ‘foreign 
devils,’ and worst of all to have them 
offered with plate glass tops that the 
remains might be viewed. The man- 
darins refused or neglected to lay 
down any hard and fast probibitory 
rules, and the result is that the Boxers 
flamed up hot and fierce, vindictive to- 
ward foreigners and toward a govern- 
ment that they do not cousider pro-

CRUEL CHINESE DEVICES. 


Horrible Tortaresr Made to 
the Mind and Body. 
The Chinese have for long been fa- 
mous for the peeuliarity and fiendish- 
ness of their tortures, which are still 
employed in the Celestial empire. 
There is, to begin with, the torture 
of molten lead, says the London Mail. 
The victim bound hand and foot 
with ropes, and a barber shaves his 
head till it is speckless. Then a cloth 
is bound tightly around the skull, while 
lead is being melted under intense heat 
in a pot. Binding his prisoner to an 
upright until movement im- 
possible, the ex tioner removes the 
cloth from the skull and takes a small

spoon holding one drop of the molten 
lead. The exposure creates a feeling 
of cold, and before this has died away 
the drop of lead falls upon the bared 
head, eating into the flesh.

peculiar, all pervading flavor. It is 
never absent. The victim in all proba- 
bility believes that he is being slowly 


poisoned, and, moreover, the constant 
recurrence of the flavor in everything 
he touches creates Nausea. In a third 
torture, that of the white bird, the 
prisoner Is bound in a sitting posture 
at the foot of a tree. His ankles are 
secured in a species of stocks. He can 
see his legs as far as the ankles, but 
he cannot see what goes on at the 
other side of the stocks, where his feet 
project. <A little distance above the 
toes a little rod of wood, like a bird’s 
perch, is placed. On the perch is a 
white bird with a strong and piercing 
beak. In that position it fs starved,

PREMATURE DISCHARGE OF GUN 


Results In Serious Injuries For Ten Persons, 
Two of Whom Will Not Recover. 
Springfield, Ills.. July 30.—Ten persons 
Were badly injured, two fatally, by the 
premature discharge of the evening gun 
at the Illinois national guard encamp- 
ment, Camp Lincoln, Sunday evening.

ence Humbeft was his father’s constant 
companion, and aided in reorganizing the 
ancient kingdom of the two Sicilies. In 
1866, when Italy fough® with Austria, the 
prince took the field as commander of a 
division in General Cialdini’s army, and 
was present at the disastrous battle of 
Custozza, June 23, 1866. His division 
covered the retreat of the Italian army 
at thistime. After Rome was occupied 
in 1870 by Italian troops, he took up his 
residence there, and upon the death of 
his father, Jan. 9, 1887, succeeded to the 
throne of Italy. 

King Humbert was considered a pa- 
triot, but not a great statesman. He 
would, no doubt, have proved a great 
soldier if he had placed his armies inthe 
field. But for statecraft he had neither 
the inclination nor the genius, 

His people seemed to think that he 
might have done more than he did to 
extricate the country from the lament- 
able maze of complications in which it 
found itself. But King Humbert wasa 
constitutional, not an absolute, monarch. 

King Humbert was a strong soldier, 
but not a strong king. The affairs of 
Italy seemed to have very nearly slipped 
beyond his grasp, except as they were 
military affairs. In the first place, he 
Was not ambitious. He was a _ kind- 
hearted, good-natured, easy-going, 
quick-tempered man, brave to the last 
degree, but fonder of his own ease and 
pleasure than of guiding the policy of a 
kingdom, 

Were Italy in danger from an armed 
foe King Humbert would ask no better 
fortune than to fight for her. He would 
be in the front of the fray, and he would 
give his life without fear and without re- 
gret. 

It was said of him that he would have 
given up his kingship without regret if 
he could do so honorably and if the deed 
would benefit his country. He would 
rather be a general in hisown army than 
the sovereign of the state. What he 
cared for most were his army, his horses 
and the pleasures of the chase. 

His chief, perhaps his only luxury, was 
his stable. He kept 300 horses at the 
Quirinal, and many others at the palaces 
throughout the country, and he had a 
stud farm in the north. 

He was passionately fond of hunting, 
and hardly less fond of the turf. For 
the peculiar responsibilities and privi- 
leges of the crown he cared little, so 
little that he never put on the robes of 
kingship when he could avoid them, and 
he had rarely been known to sit upon the 
throne, he preferred always to stand on 
the steps of tk the dias.

ROBERTS AND STAFF Af PRETORIA, 


Botha and De Wet Have Eluded the British, 
Baden-Powell Is Again Besieged. 

London, July 30.—Operations in South 
Africa have again arrived at a sort of 
standstill. Pretoria telegrams announce 
that Lord Roberts has returned there 
with his staff, apparently finding it use- 
less to spend his energies against a con- 
stantly retreating foe, 

Commandant General Botha, with 
6everal thousand Boers, like General 
Christian De Wet, has thus eluded Lord 
Roberts’ grasp. 

General Delarey is besieging General 
Baden-Powell at Rustenburg, in west- 
ern Transvaal. The relief force sent to 
Genera! Baden-Powell's assistance, un- 
der Colonel Hickman, proved too weak to 
be effective, and was obliged to fall back 
on Pretoria. 

The operations have been hampered by 
bad weather, thunderstorms and del- 
uges of rain, accompanied by intense 
cold. Lieutenant MacLaren and three 
Highlanders have died of exposure, as 
well as many horses and cattle. 

A dispatch to The Daily Telegraph 
from Lourenzo Marquez says that Pres- 
ident Kruger is now at Watervalonder. 
He adds that a big fight is expected and 
that if the Boers are beaten, President 
Kruger will trek through Swaziland to 
Delagoa Bay, and there take a steamer 
for Europe. 


Many Hurt In Collision of Cars. 

Worcester, Mass., July 30.—A special 
ear from Tatnuck, bringing wirkmen on 
the Holden dam to Worcester, collided 
with another special loaded with work- 
men, which was stalled about two miles 
out of the city. The motorman of the 
rear car lost control of his car going down 
a sharp grade, and, the brake refusing to 

work, the car crashed Into the stalled 
car in front, jaming a number of pas- 
sengers between the twisted and broken 
platforms. Ten were so badly hurt that 
they had to be taken toa hospital. Their 
injuries are not considered dangerous. 
The motorman on the car that did the 
damage was seriously injured internally.

“PREMATURE AND UNFORTUNATE.” 


Banquet at Manila to Commemorate the Am- 
nesty Results in a Fiasco. 

Manila, July 30.—The proposed popu- 
lar banquet in commemoration of the 
amnesty proved a failure, owing toa 
misunderstanding between the Filipinos 
tendering it and the American civil and 
military authorities regarding speeches, 
After two hours’ delay the banquet was 
finally finished, Commissioners Taft and 
Wright and representatives of General 
MacArthur being in attendance. No 
political speeches were made. 

The people were passive, nenthus- 
jastic and not even interested. Falling 
to perceive any tangible, effective results 
of amnesty they say they can see no 
reason for celebrating. 

Judge Taft and his colleagues of the 
commission felt constrained to decline 
to attend the banquet, as they had been 
informed that the speeches would favor 
independence under American protec- 
tion, and they could not passively lend 
their acquiescence by being present. 

Senor Paterno, foreseeing the suspen- 
sion of the banquet without the Ameri- 
cans, frantically appealed to them to at- 
tend, promising that there should be no 
speeches, To this the Americans 
agreed. 

The provost’s precautions were ex- 
treme. The guards were doubled both 
days, and the authorities forbade the dis- 
play of Filipino flags and of pictures of 
President McKinley and Aguinaldo 
fraternally framed. The fiesta is gen- 
erally considered to have been prema- 
ture and unfortunate.

Washington Officials, However, Expect 


to Hear From Pekin In a Short Time. - 


Chaffee’s Advance May Be 
Delayed For a Few Days.

Washington, July 30.—There is @ 
growing expectation at thestate depart- 
ment that news of the utmost importance 
may be forthcoming at any moment 
from Pekin. It was even thought that 
something might be received Sunday, 
but this hope was doomed to disappoint- 
ment. The few cablegrams that were 
received referred to minor matters and 
did not touch at all upon conditions in 
the Chinese capital. 

It is believed that the basis for 
expectation is the knowledge on the 
|part of the officials that certain ma- 
chinery heretofore set in motion may re- 
sult in the opening up of communication 
through some secret but reliable chan- 
nels. It is known that a second effort 
has been made by our own government 
to get another message from Mr, Con- 
ger, and that nearly all of the powers 
also have resorted to private agenciesin 
their own interest with a like object. 
The fact has just been developed that 
cne of the last acts of Colonel Liscum 
before his death at Tien Tsin was to un- 
dertake the dispatch of a spy to Pekin. 
General Dorward, the British command- 
ing officer at Tien Tsin, also sent out two 
messengers, and it is believed that the 
| Japanese did the same. 

Up to date not one of these messengers 
has returned to Tien Tsin, nor has there 
been a single word heard from any of 
them. This fact, however, has not 
| caused the abandonment of hope, and 
| this is true in particular of the message 
}expected from Mr. Conger. Minister 
| Wu Is perhaps the basis for this hope on 
| our part, and he maintains an unshaken 
| confidence in his original assertion that 
the news when it does come will show 
that the legationers are alive. Minister 
Wu had no cablegrams himself Sunday, 
nor had the state department any direct- 
ly from China 

Nothing further has been heard as to 
the date set for the beginning of the 
movement from Tien Tsin toward Pekin, 
and it Is said here that ‘this is a detai] 
that must be fixed by the military com- 
manders on the spot. m 

A message came to the war departe 
ment from the quartermaster on the 
Lenox, announcing the arrival of that 
ship; together with the Conemaugh, at 
Kobe, Japan. They have aboard the 
mounts for the Sixth cavalry and, al- 
though they will start for Taku at once, 
not less than five days will be consumed 
jin this last stage of the voyage. It fs 
| doubtful whether General Chaffee would 
care to leave Taku without horses for 
the Sixth cavalry, particularly as, ace 
lcondine to all reports, mounted cavalry 
|fs needed for successful operations in 

the flat country lying between Tien Tsin 
and Taku. This fact alone may delay 
operations until late in the present week, 
though at least a portion of the inter- 
national column may start today.

The war department received a cable- 
gram from Lieutenant Colonel Coolidge, 
who assumed command of the Ninth 
infantry after the death of Colonel Lis- 
cum, telling of the part played by 
that organization during the fighting at 
Tien Tsin. The report is as follows: 


“Six companies Ninth infantry under 
Liscum, with marines commanded by 
Meade, joined British forces under Gen- 
eral Dorward in conjunction with French 
end Japanese and attacked southwest 
part of walled city at daybreak on the 
12th. The Ninth infantry on the right 
were east of the south gate, protecting 
the aliled forces from flanking fire. 
After being under fire for 15 hours they 
Were withdrawn to the outer mud wall 
at night. Ninth infantry had 16 killed, 
€9 wounded, one missing, out of 420 en- 
gaged at this point. Company A, posted 
at the railroad station east of the Pei Ho, 
Was exposed to a heavy shrapnel] fire, 
losing two killed and seven wounded in 
addition to the foregoing. On the morn- 
ing of the 14th the Japanese blew up the 
south gate, entering the walled city. 
Allied forces entered town. Assigned 
the southeast quarter to the Americans 
for police and protection. Guards were 
established in the American quarter, 
which was already on fire. British com- 
mander highly praised American sol- 
diers for arduous work and gallantry in 
communication to Meade, Tien Tsin, 

July 26.”

Whose Courage Probably 
Saved Many Lives, 

Miss Cora M. Wise holds a warm 
place in the hearts of many persons 
whose lives she probably saved. She 
is the telegraph operator and tower 
tender at Sands, Ind., a little station 
on the “Big Four.” 

The little tower that is her office 
stands 40 feet above the level of the 
track and the track is on an embank- 
ment 20 feet high, making her office 
about 60 feet above the main level of 
the ground. She was sitting in this 
little tower, having given the signal to 
the extra freight train that al) was 
clear.

Keep all the old flowers picked 
off and never let seeds form. Once a 
week go over them and pick off every- 
thing in the shape of flowers, leaving 
only buds, and next day but one they 
are as gay as ever. The more they are 
picked the better they bloom. 

If you want a great show of fine 
large nasturtiums for any particular 
date, pick off all blossoms a few days 
before and give copious waterings.

Rome, July 31.—The arrival of mes- 
sages of sympathy and condolence shows 
that all over Europe there is universal 
sorrow for the death of King Humbert. 
Anarehists are execrated. The whole 
Italian nation is furious against them. 
No fear of revolution is felt. The peo- 
ple are so aroused in their indignation 
that no fear is now felt that anarchy will 
dare to raise its head. 

A proclamation from the queen regent 
has arrived announcing the ascension 
of the new king and stating that parlia- 
ment will be convoked after the funeral, 
Several warships have started to meet 


King Victor. 


PRINCE OF NAPLES, 
[New King of Italy.] 

All the miliary and naval forces 
throughout the country today took the 
oath of fidelity to the new king. All the 
deputies of the extreme left now in 
tome met together yesterday and 
adopted a resolution expressing abhor- 
rence of the crime. 

The socialists and anarchists 
issued a formal condemnation of 
killing of King Humbert. 

Few additional details of the terrible 
tragedy are available, It happened so 
quickly and unexpectedly that the king 
was dead almost before the spectators 
realized what had occurred. 

No special precautions had been taken 
Very few police were in attendance, and 
only a small guard of soldiers was keep- 
ing the way for the carriages.

The king, 
amid the cheers of the crowd, came out 
smiling, accompanied by -ral Pon- 
zio-Vaglia. Iie had entered the car- 
riage and was just driving off, when the 
reyolver shots were fired in quick suc- 
cession. The first shot wounded the 
king in the neck, the second, the fatal 
one, pierced his heart, and the third 
broke the arm of the already dying sov- 
ereign. 

The crowd was stunned by the un- 
expected scene, but speedily a rush was 
made toward the assassin. He did not 
attempt to escape, and was roughly 
handled until the carabineers formed a 
cordon ard secured him from the fury of 
the people. 

The assassin, on reaching the guard 
room of the caribineers, was in bad con- 
dition, his hands and arms being lacer- 
ated and bloody, and his clothes torn 
by the angry crowd. IJeplying to ques- 
tions he hissed through his clenched 
teeth.: “Tell them I came from Amer- 
ica on purpose to kill King Humbert. I 
have only just arrived from America and 
know noone. Ispent a day at Bologna 
and then came in to Milan.” 

A search, made at his home at Prato, 
resulted in the finding of several com- 
promising lett>=rs from New York. One 
sigrred by a woman was dated June 25. 
In this letter the writer asks whether all 
is ready, and expresses a hope that he 
will soon return. jressi had been ab- 
sent from Prato for six or seven years. 
His parents live there, and he has a 
brother in an Italian infantry regiment.

Bressi 2 Pronounced Anarchist. 

New York, July 31—Angelo Bressi 
lived in Paterson for over a year. He 
appeared to have had various names, of 
which the one he gave when taken into 
custody for the murder of the King of 
Italy was one. He was employed in 
Hamil & Booth’s silk mills. His close 
friend there was Cariboni Sperandino, 
the man who a few weeks ago shot down 
his foreman and then killed himself, 
leaving behind a letter telling how he 
had been selected by lot to kill King 
Humbert, but living so far away from 
Italy he had a choice, and he killed the 
foreman instead. <A few months agoa 
man, said to be Count Moleteski, the 
head of the Italian anarchists, was in 
Paterson, and during his stay Sperandi- 
no and Bressi were his eempanions, and 
they showed him about the city, and in- 
troduced him to others in the city, and 
who were his mentors there It would 
seem that his friend having faltered at 
regicide, Bressi took up his burden 
where Sperandino refused it, and went 
across the ocean to carry out the de- 
cree that Humbert should die.

AVERY BAD CROWD. 


Five Men Charged With Being Concerned In 
Murder Are Identified as Safe Blowers. 
Lawrence, Mass., July 31.—Marshal 

O'Sullivan, accompanied by Inspector 
Sheehan, Joseph Praltz, Max Espich, 
Grace Holden and Mrs. Sargent, went to 
Dover Monday and identified the five 
men confined in the Dover jail on a 
charge of murder as the burglars who 
blew open the safe in the Cold Spring 
brewery in this city July 2. Espich and 
Praltz were the watchman and fireman 
at the brewery, and they were tied hand 
ahd foot by the burglars and locked in 
an empty freight car. The burglars 
called at Mrs, Sargent’s house on the 
afternoon preceding the burglary and 
demanded food, 

Dover, N. H., July 31.—The murder of 
Thomas Dobbins and John McNally in 
this city, on the night of July 4, was 
recalled Monday by the opening of the 
trial of the five men charged with be- 
ing concerned In the murder. A num- 
ber of witnesses were heard, the evidence 
tending to show that three men were 
responsible for the affair. The five men 
arraigned are Frank Gold, John Brown, 
John Farrell, William Scott and John 
Williams. The trial will continue today. 


Testified In His Own Behalf. 

Georgetown, Ky., July 31.—Ex-Secre- 
tary of State Powers took the stand In 
his own behalf Monday, but did not com- 
plete his testimony. The defendant en- 
tered a denial of the charges made 
against him by Witnesses. He denied 
that Henry Youtsey had the keys to his 
office on the day of the assassination, 
but said there were two keys to the 
office, one of which was in the possession 
of former Assistant Secretary of State 
Davidson, and another in possession of 
Ben Rowe, Governor Taylor's colored 
porter. Powers says neither of these 
keys were ever in his possession, and

GREATLY BENEFITED BY RAIN. 


Favorable Weather Has Caused Substantial 
Growth of New England Crops. 

Boston, July 31.—Following is a state- 
ment of the weather and crop conditions 
of New England, compiled from the re- 
ports of correspondents throughout the 
section, for the week ending July 30: 

The copious and widespread rain of 
the 25th and 26th broke the drought 
which had already caused considerable 
| damage in many sections, and the 
weather of the past week has been un- 
usually favorable for most crops. 

Under the favorable weather of the 
week the condition of all crops has im- 
proved, and the present outlook, in many 
is exceptionally promising. 
The rain came too late, in western Mas- 
sachusetts, to save early tobacco and po- 
tatoes; it was too late in Rhode island 
and Connecticut to save smaller vege- 
tables, and especially those planted on 
the high sandy soils. More rain is 
greatly needed sc these states. 

Meadows, where mown, are again be 
coming green, ena the outlook is promis- 
ing in many sections for a second crop 
of hay. Pasturage has improved and 
the outlook is very favorable for grazing. 
Owing to the shortage in the hay yield, 
corn is being extensively planted, partic- 


| ularly in Massachusetts, for ensilage. 


Oats and rye are headed well, and an 
average crop is reported... The indica- 


| tions now promise a full crop of corn. 


The berry crop will probably be below 
the vield anticipated, but some localities 
report extraordinary quantities of black- 
berries and blueberries. There is an 
of wild varieties. In some 


drop, but the loss from this cause has 
been considerably checked by the rain, 
and those remaining on the trees are 
reported to be free from worms. All 
fruits in Vermont and Maine are re- 


- | ported to be in excellent condition. 


The conditions have been exceptionally 
favorable for the rapid and substantial 
growth of vegetables, and many crops 
that were considred totally lost have re- 
The rains have put the fields in 
condition for the seeding of late veg- 
etables. Turnips are now being sown. 
Beans and sweet corn are doing un- 
usually well in New Hampshire, and late 
cabbage promise a good yield in Mas- 
sachusetts. Early potatoes have been 
almost a total failure in Rhode Island 
and Connecticut, and in the other New
